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Safety Warning At Yuletide 

The gayety of the Yuletide season, with the ap¬ 
proach of the observance of Christmas, bursts upon 
up in a blaze of lights and a rush of shoppers before 
the Thanksgiving turkey has grown cold. 

Somehow the majestic and succulent bird man¬ 
ages to keep some aura of dignity and aplomb amid 
the onrushing tidal wave of Christmas baubles and 
tinsel. But, his demise is final come sundown on 
Thanksgiving, his only memory a tummy rumble 
here and there. 

Now, the harried shoppers take over. They are 
in cars and on foot. It is a happy, hectic season but 
it is fraught with danger, especially for pedestrians. 

These pre-winter days of early darkness can be 
the pedestrian's greatest enemy. 

Of the 248 pedestrians killed in the Bay State 
last year, 157 or 63 percent lost their lives in nightime 
accidents. These deaths are tragic enough in them¬ 
selves; those occurring during the Christmas season 
bring added sorrows and long years of future associa¬ 
tion. 

At this season, there is a need for greater pe¬ 
destrian understanding of the problems of seeing— 
and being seen—at night. 

Pedestrians, particularly those who do not drive 
a car themselves, often fail to realize the degree to 
which darkness reduces driver visibility. 

They think that because they can see a car, or 
at least approaching headlights, the driver can see 
them. Safety officials have attested to the fact that 
except on well-lighted streets, the driver actually 
can’t see beyond the range of his headlights. 

This means that it is the pedestrian’s responsibil¬ 
ity to make certain he is visible, and can be seen 
just as soon as he comes in range of car headlights. 

The most “seeable” pedestrian according to the 
American Automobile Association is the individual 
who has something white on, and visible, at night. 
A white scarf, coat, hat, or gloves can be readily 
picked up in headlight beams. 

Pointing out that darkness falls earlier this time 
of year, safety officials also advise children to have 
something white on to protect them on their way 
home from school or play. 

Darting out in front of approaching cars in the 
darkness is a particularly dangerous practice for 
both adults and children. 

This early darkness and rushing hordes of 
Christmas shoppers also puts an extra responsibility 
for watchfulness, common sense and courtesy on the 
part of drivers of vehicles. 

Heedless drivers are in constant evidence on our 
streets bulleting along at excessive speeds despite 
the extra caution called for due to early night-fall. 

So, it is a double-barreled responsibility borne 
alike by driver and pedestrian. Let us keep the happy 
and holy Christmas season as it should be, bright 
with lights and gay with laughter, sans tragedy, 
grief and mourning for untimely deaths.

Due Newton 

Newton’s share of available 
monies from current tax re¬ 
ceipts will be $156,158.65, it 
was announced following a 
recent conference between 
State Tax Commissioner Guy

The money is part of the 
86,284,839.96 for distribution 
to the cities and towns from 
state income tax receipts. 

Of the amount being certi¬ 
fied, $6,057,051,50 is represent- 
ative of state aid for special 
classes in the Massachusetts 
school system, $93,045.95 is to 
provide reimbursement to mu¬ 
nicipalities for recreational 
programs instituted for physi¬ 
cally handicapped and men¬ 
tally retarded persons, and 
$134,741.51 is being distrib¬ 
uted to provide for special 
classes within certain regional 
school districts in accordance 
with existing law.

The consensus of opinion among the Democratic 
and Republican politicos attending the affair is that 
Collins and Senator Leverett Saltonstall will be the 
adversaries next autumn in a struggle for the place 
Saltonstall has held on Capitol Hill for the past 21 
years.

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Story oi Progress of City's 
Mental Health Clinic IsTold 


A panel, headed by Kenneth 
Huberman. president of Ac¬ 
tion for Mental Health in 
Newton, gave a comprehen¬ 
sive outline of the origins 
and progress of the city's 
new mental health center 
Monday night, when some 
100 persons gathered in the 
Bishop MaeKenzie Center for! 
the fall meeting of Newton 
Community Council. 

Mr. Huberman's panel 
comprises Dr. Wiliiam E. 
Stone, the center's medical 
director; Dr. Sylvia Krakow 
and Dr. Haskell Cohen. Chair¬ 
man of the meeting was Rob¬ 
ert C. Casselman, first vice 
president of the Community 
Council. 

Dwelling on the clinic's 
origins, Mr. Huberman told 
how parents of emotionally 
disturbed young people band¬ 
ed together for mutual health 
about three years ago. A 
number of community lead 
ers joined them and, with the 
help of the Legislature and 
Newton School Department 
and city officials' support, as 
well as further help from 
agencies, including the Com¬ 
munity Council, the center 
was opened last September. 

It occupies the building for¬ 
merly used by the All Newton 
Music School at 398 Walnut 
street. Newtonville. 

Outlining the three-phase 
program — prevention, serv¬ 
ice to children in need of a 
helping hand, and treatment 
of those with problems. Dr. 
Stone declared that lack of 
money is not a barrier to 
treatment, and described a 
sliding scale of fees based 
on a family’s ability to pay 
He stressed the flexibility of 
the treatment plan whereby 
some patients are seen week¬ 
ly and others less frequently. 

Cooperation of the parents 
has been excellent to date, 
Dr. Krakow, head social 
worker, reported. 

Dr. Cohen, chief psycholo¬ 
gist. told of the efforts to 
achieve flexibility in provid¬ 
ing services, saying that in, 
the past some clinics were 
guilty of too much diagnosis 
and too little treatment. He 
outlined 20 possible treatment 


plans and bared other plans 
for a follow-up study of each 
patient in two or three years, 
thus evaluating the effective¬ 
ness of the clinic’s service.

Better human relationships 
depend upon a “spiritual 
standpoint,” said a Christian 
Science lecturer in Watertown 
Sunday, November 21st. 

Our problems can’t be solv¬ 
ed “by blaming others,” he 
said—the trouble must be 
dealt with primarily “in our 
own thought.” 

Charles M. Carr, C.S.B., of 
New York, was the lecturer. 
He spoke in St. John’s Meth- 
! odist Church under the spon- 
! sorship of First Church of 
Christ, Scientist in Boston. His 
subject was “Christian Science 
and Human Relationships.” 

Mr. Carr warned the audi¬ 
ence not to become “human 
j reactors.” 

j “The sure recipe for unhap¬ 
piness is to be constantly re¬ 
acting to what others do or 
don’t do, say or don’t say”— 
“to go up and down like a 
barometer, reacting to every 
i change of mental climate or 
j human opinion.” 

| Improved human relation¬ 
ships must begin with God, he 
declared. 

“We’ve got to change the 
emphasis of our thinking 
from a material, personal 
point of view of existence to a 
spiritual, Godlike point of 
view.” 

He noted that “one book 
more than any other presents 
an inspired spiritual view- 
I point of view of existence to a 
| “That book is the Bible.” 

J He quoted the Apostle Paul: 

I “Owe no man any thing but 
to love one another” (Rom. 
13:8i. 

This can’t be done from a 
material standpoint, Mr. Carr 
emphasized. 

“The material senses can t 
give us a true picture of man; 
or of God; or of man’s rela¬ 
tionship to God; or of man’s 
relationship to man. 

“The lens of materiality is; 
always out of focus. It’s cer¬ 
tain to register a distorted 
personal picture of man—such 
as prejudice, envy, hatred, in¬ 
feriority, egotism.” 

A spiritual concept of man 
is necessary, the lecturer said. 

“Our concept of ourselves 
and others needs to be spirit¬ 
ual and God-centered, not ma¬ 
terial and self-centered. We 
need to love one another by 
seeing man in the image of 
God or Spirit.” 

He quoted Mary Baker Ed¬ 
dy, the Founder of the Chris- 
j tian Science Church: "The 
Scriptures inform us that man 
j is made in the image and like¬ 
ness of God. Matter is not that 
likeness . . . Man is idea, the 
J image, of Love; he is not 
physique” (Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures, 

I p. 475). 

| This spiritual sense of man 
is developed through prayer, 
said Mr. Carr—‘‘by aligning 
| thought, with the fact of God’s 
I allness and man’s perfect re- 
I lation to Him, to divine Life 
and Love.” 

Through such prayer, we 
[ see man “as a divine idea, 
expressing spiritual qualities,” 
including "joy and harmony." 

When we do this, he added, 
we are responding "to the 
| Christ, Truth, that Jesus 
taught and lived, the Truth 
that reveals the wholly spirit¬ 
ual nature of man in God’s 
likeness.” 

But this spiritual concept 
“must be put into practice,” 
he emphasized. We must “re¬ 
spond” actively. 

Then “it becomes a healing 
influence in our affairs," and 
we get along better “with our¬ 
selves and others.” 

Mr. Carr told of actual cas¬ 
es in which disrupted human 
relationships were healed 
through such means. One was 
a case involving opposing hu¬ 
man wills. He described how a 
young college graduat" was 
happily recognized with her 
family when "she let go of hu¬ 
man pushing” and stopped 
“reacting to material, person¬ 
al opinions about man, either 
hers or others.” 

This girl “saw that no prob¬ 
lem could be solved by the 
roughshod methods of human 
will, or by blaming others," 
he said. “She began to re- 
apond to the divine purpose by 


reflecting the spiritual quali 
ties of God and giving others 
credit for being God’s spirit¬ 
ual image and likeness, too.” 

In another case, a married 
couple on the verge of divorce 
were reunited. “Their growing 
understanding and apprecia¬ 
tion of the infinite goodness 
of God and their inseparable 
relationship to Him, to divine 
Love, brought them closer to 
God and to one another.” 

Everyone can align his 
thought with God in this way, 
said the lecturer. 

“Then we’ll feel the warmth 
of God’s presence, as a Christ- 
like, universal love. And we’ll 
respond to this love by includ¬ 
ing everyone in it.”

Q I am over 65. but never 
worked under social security.

A. Probably. Nearly all 
people 65 or older are eligible 
for Medicare.

If I do not enroll by March 
31, 1966, will I have another

A. Yes. If you fail to enroll 
by March 31, 1966. you will 
have another chance to sign 
up during the next general en¬ 
rollment period — October 1, 
1967 — December 31, 1967. 
However, if you wait until 
then, you will have to pay a 
higher premium and your pro¬ 
tection will not begin until 6 
to 9 months after you enroll.

A. No. Under the program, 
drugs ate covered only when 
they are administered by 
your doctor as part of his 
services in your home, his of¬ 
fice, or elsewhere If your 
doctor prescribes drugs, 
which you yourself purchase, 
their cost is not covered. 

Q. If I have a bill of $500 
s year for doctors' visits and 
covered treatments. how 
much will I have to pay under

The program would pay $360.

In view of that allegation, it seems somewhat 
strange that O’Donnell intends to contest for the con¬ 
vention endorsement instead of bypassing the conclave. 

There is some basis for O’Donnell’s assertion that 
the pre-primary convention system was fathered by 
the Republicans and forced onto reluctant Democrats. 

Pre-primary conventions were held by both parties 
back in 1934 and 1936 but then were abandoned be¬ 
cause of scandalous things which happened at the Dem¬ 
ocratic conclaves. 

In 1952, when Republican fortunes in this State 
were at an extremely low ebb, GOP leaders launched a 
move to revive the convention system of endorsing can¬ 
didates. A bill, backed solidly by Republicans and a 
scattering of Democrats, was passed by the two branch¬ 
es of the Legislature. 

But the late Governor Paul A. Dever, who remem¬ 
bered vividly some of the happenings at the '34 and ’36 
conventions vetoed the measure when it reached his 
desk. Supporters of the bill were unable to muster the 
necessary strength to pass it over Dever’s veto.

Against Viet War 

Editor of The Graphic: 

A letter in the Graphic of 
December 2 questioned the 
purposes of the citizens of 
Newton who supported the 
March on Washington for 
peace in Viet Nam of Novem¬ 
ber 27. As one of those citiz¬ 
ens my opposition to the war 
is based on the following 
grounds: 

From a military point of 
view, it is against the inter¬ 
ests of the United States, a 
great sea and air power, to 
allow itself to be bogged down 
in a long infantry war, with 
over-extended lines of com¬ 
munication, committing hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of troops 
in a way which diverts Ameri¬ 
can power. 

From a diplomatic point of 
view, the Viet Nam war is 
against the interests of the 
United States because it has 
brought the Soviet Union and 
China closer together. The 
war has also divided the 
Western Alliance which has 
been the cornerstone of our 
foreign policy. 

From the point of view of 
spreading democracy, the war 
destroys our reputation since 
the Governments which the 
United States has helped to 
maintain in South Viet Nam 
since 1954 have been com¬ 
pletely authoritarian, without 
popular support and largely 
indifferent to the welfare of 
the local population. 

From the point of view of 
controlling the danger of 
nuclear war, the situation has 
at least temporarily ended 
productive series of negotia¬ 
tions with the Soviet Union 
undertaken by President Ken¬ 
nedy which resulted in the 
1963 Nuclear Test Ban Treaty, 
the hot line between Wash¬ 
ington and Moscow and the 
agreement not to orbit atomic 
weapons. The Viet Nam 
crisis has made it impossible 
to reach agreement on stop¬ 
ping the spread of nuclear 
weapons to other nations. 

From the point of view of 
building international institu¬ 
tions such as the United Na¬ 
tions to keep the peace, the 
United States has dealt an al¬ 
most fatal blow by largely 
ignoring the charter of the 
United Nations and the Secre¬ 
tary-General, U Thant, in the 
conduct of the Viet Nam war. 

From the point of view of 
the United States Govern¬ 
ment’s reputation for honesty, 
our rejection of offers to ne¬ 
gotiate by North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong in 1964 and 1965 
while denying that we ever 
received them, strikes at the 
credibility of anything our 
government says or proposes. 

From the point of view of 
maintaining the magnificent 
performance of our domestic 
economy, a long war in Asia 
must result in the imposition 

O’Donnell. (Donahue has an¬ 
nounced that he will abide bv 
the convention decision and 
that he will not enter the pri¬ 
mary if he loses at the con¬ 
vention.) 

The theory that a primary 
race weakens a candidate for 
his final election battle has 
been proved wrong more often 
than right. 

A nun ber of candidates have 
achieved publicity and promi¬ 
nence in primary campaigns 
which helped them to win the 
final election. 

Foster Furcolo in 1956 and 
Endicott Peabody in 1962 
probably would not haic been 
elected Governor those tears 
except for the momentum their 
campaigns received during sue- 
cesful primary contests. 

Secretary of State Kevin H. 
White is making a soft sell cam¬ 
paign for the Democratic nom¬ 
ination for Governor while 
maintaining a firm anchor on 
the office he presently holds. 

Like Senate President Dona¬ 
hue, White will abide by the de¬ 
cision of the Democratic State 
Convention. 

If he fails to get the conven¬ 
tion endorsement for the Gov¬ 
ernorship. which is likely, 
White appears to be third in 
the competition for the support 
of convention delegates. He is 
considered to be behind Dona¬ 
hue and McCrymack but ahead 
of O Donnell. 

Most political experts believe 
that White has not yet reach¬ 
ed the stage where lie can 
match strength with opponents 
of the stature of McCormack 
and Donohue. 

They ;ilso feel that White in¬ 
jured himself with some Dem¬ 
ocratic leaders when he backed 
Francis X. Bellotti at the con¬ 
vention and in the primary last 
dicott Peabody, then a sitting 
Governcr. 

Secretary White, incidental¬ 
ly, has won increased respect 
by his stand for fiscal respon¬ 
sibility on the part of the 
Democratic party. He has urg¬ 
ed the enactment of a tax pro¬ 
gram which would provide suf¬ 
ficient new revenue to lower 
real estate tax rates and pay 
for better education and has 
made it plain that he consid¬ 
ers Democratic prospects for 
next year will be injured if 
such a tax plan is not ap¬ 
proved.

of price and wage controls, 
plus an excess profits tax ac¬ 
companied by an end to tax 
cuts. This would probably 
limit the rapid expansion of 
the United States economy 
and decrease the funds avail¬ 
able for the war on poverty. 

There are ways out of this 
mess in Southeast Asia which 
will allow us to withdraw 
eventually and at the same 
time guarantee the sovereign¬ 
ty and neutrality of the coun¬ 
tries in the area. The partici¬ 
pants in the March on Wash¬ 
ington presented such pro¬ 
posals to the Government at 
the White House and to the 
citizens of Newton in the form 
of an ad in the Graphic. Let 
us hope that they will be heed¬ 
ed.

museums to study and to 
learn about the manufacture 
of early types of harpsi¬ 
chords.

Boston College Law Dean 
Speaker At Temple Event 


The second in a series of 
Adult Education programs, 
arranged by Dr. Edwin Salz- 
man, was held recently at 
Temple Shalom of Newton. 

After the Sabbath Eve 
Service, Rabbi Murray I. Roth¬ 
man, spiritual leader of Tem¬ 
ple Shalom, presented Rev. 
Robert F. Drinan, S.J., Dean 
of Boston College Law School, 
and Attorney Edward Bar¬ 
shak, Secretary of the Jewish 
Community Council and ex¬ 
pert in church-state relation¬ 
ships. 

Among the many points 
mentioned in his talk on "Re¬ 
ligion, the State and the 
Schools,” Father Drinan had 
this to say: 

“. . . It is submitted that 
the problem of furnishing 
academically adequate train 
ing religion and morality in 
the public school is more acute 
than most educators will ad¬ 
mit and more important than 
most parents or churchmen 
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realize. For the danger now is 
not that the schools will revert 
to some type of non-sectarian¬ 
ism but rather that the 
schools will, pursuant to the 
most laudable motives, teach 
moral values not as the prod¬ 
ucts of any religious tradi¬ 
tion but as truths to be ac 
cepted and adhered to because 
they are state-endorsed and 
state-enforced .. . 

“. . . The public school in 
America, furthermore, is ex¬ 
pected to communicate moral 
and spiritual values. The pub 
lie school teacher is told by 
her superiors, by the P.T.A., by 
the community and often by 
statutory law that, she must 
develop the moral character of 
her pupils. At the same time 
she is made to realize that shr 
must adhere to the directive 
of the United States Supreme 
Court and observe a ‘whole 
some neutrality* towards reli 
gion. By which standards and 
with whose moral values does 
the teacher therefore transmit 
values to her students? . . .”

Program For This Citv 


Services of Newton's Men¬ 
tal Health Center were intro¬ 
duced to approximately 100 
persons attending the Fall 
Delegate meeting of the New¬ 


ton Community Council held 
last week at the Bishop Mac¬ 
kenzie Center in Newton 
Centre. 

Proram participants includ- 
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ed Kenneth Huberman. presi¬ 
dent, Action For Mental 
Health In Newton; Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Stone, medical director, 
Dr. Sylvia Krakow, head social 
worker; Dr. Haskel Cohen, 
chief psychologist. The meet¬ 
ing was chaired by Robert C. 
Casselman. first vice presi¬ 
dent Newton Community 
Council. 

Mr. Huberman introduced 
the panel by describing the 
origins of the idea in bring¬ 
ing a Mental Health Center 
to Newton which began about 
throe years ago. He described 
the efforts of parents of emo¬ 
tionally disturbed children 
who banded together for mu¬ 
tual help. 

With the help of state legis¬ 
lation and support from the 
School Department and city 
officials, as well as Commu¬ 
nity Council, Family Counsel¬ 
ing Service. Psychiatric out¬ 
patient clinic held at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, clergy and 
a growing number of Individu¬ 
als who have joined as mem¬ 
bers of Action For Mental 
Health in Newton a Mental 
Health Center serving initially 
children was opened a few 
months ago. The Center Is lo¬ 
cated at 398 Walnut Street in 
Newtonville. formerly occu¬ 
pied by the All Newton Music 
School. 

Dr. Stone described the va¬ 
riety of problems, some of a 
minor nature, others more se¬ 
rious which the services at 
the center are designed to 
help. Ages of children to be 
served initially range from 
birth through high school. No 
restrictions other than age 
have yet been applied. 

Fees for service are on a 
sliding scale and range from 
50 cents on up depending on 
the families’ ability to pay. 
Referrals have already come 
from many sources and in¬ 
clude schools, clergy, agencies 
and self referrals. 

Dr. Krakow, head social 
worker described her work as 
helping those coming for help 
to understand the kind of ser¬ 
vices available, the need for 
parents to be involved in help¬ 
ing their children. She indi¬ 
cated that in September when 
the Center opened full time 50 
cases were waiting for ser¬ 
vice. Since then 50 others have 
been accepted for service by 
the staff at the Center. 

Dr. Cohen, chief psycholo¬ 
gist. spoke of their flexible 
approach in tailoring the 
treatment plan to each indi¬ 
vidual. In the past he stated 
some Mental Health Centers 
have been accused of too much 
diagnosis and too little treat¬ 
ment. 

He stressed the helpfulness 
of other resources of informa-

Newton Resident Pioneers 
In New Language Approach 


A Newton resident, Dr. 
Arnold Miller, is directing a 
team with backgrounds rang¬ 
ing from psychology and edu¬ 
cation to commercial art, at 
a recently established Langu¬ 
age Development Laboratory 
at Wrentham State School. 

The laboratory, sponsored 
by Dr. Edhard Meshorer, 
Superintendent of Wrentham 
State School, and a former 
resident of Newton, with the 
cooperation of state officials 
from the Department of Men¬ 
tal Health Drs. Lewis B. Kle- 
banoff and Arthur Bindman, 
was established last Septem¬ 
ber to investigate the acquisi¬ 
tion of language among re¬ 
tarded and normal children 
and to apply techniques pre¬ 
viously worked out and tested 
by Dr. Miller, to classroom 
settings. 

In addition to his affiliation 
with the language laboratory, 
Dr, Miller holds appointments 


tlon available through schools, 
clergy and agencies in assist¬ 
ing the center staff in gaining 
a well rounded picture of the 
child and his problem. He indi¬ 
cated they are already making 
use of community services 
such as the YMCA, Boys’ Club 
and nurseries to supplement 
the work at the Center. 

An informative question pe¬ 
riod followed the presenta¬ 
tions. The Newton Commu¬ 
nity Council, a United Fund 
service, sponsored the meet¬ 
ing as a public service to bet¬ 
ter inform Newton residents 
of this new service. 
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as Research Associate in Psy¬ 
chology with the Harvard 
Medical School and Research 
Fellow with the Stanley Cobb 
Laboratories for Psychiatric 
Research at the Massachu¬ 
setts General Hospital. 

He received his Ph.D. in 
Psychology from Clark Uni¬ 
versity in 1959 and, after a 
period at Boston University, 
accepted an appointment with 
the Department of Psychology 
at Montana State University 
which he left, at the end of 4 
years, with the rank of Asso¬ 
ciate Professor. 

At present, Dr. Miller and 
his wife, the former Eileen 
Faythe Eller, live with their 
three boys Loren, David, and 
Ethan, at 37 Stearns Street, 
Newton Centre. 

During his stay in Montana, 
Dr. Miller, with the support 
of several federal grants, con¬ 
ducted research . concerned 
with the development of lan¬ 
guage, perception and person¬ 
ality which has been reported 
in scholarly journals and at 
national conventions. 

Recently, a morning session 
was devoted to his work on 
language development at the 
New England meeting of the 
American Association for 
Mental Deficiency held at 
Portland, Maine. 

One important goal of the 
modern, 5 room laboratory, 
the classroom application 
of newly developed animated 
motion picture procedures 
which show promise of enab¬ 
ling retarded children to re¬ 
late their understanding of 
things and event to spoken 
and printed words. 

To make this application 
possible the laboratory is 
equipped with its own photo¬ 
graphic, animation, and pro¬ 
jection facilities under the 
supervision of Edward P. Ger- 
mano, art and e .imation con¬ 
sultant to the laboratory, and 
a well-known cartoonist whose 
work has been exhibited at 
the recent New York World's 
Fair. 

First to join Dr. Miller’s 
staff was Mrs. Alan S. Morri¬ 
son of Cambridge. A gradu¬ 
ate of Newton High School 
and Barnard College, Mrs. 
Morrison, the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Stanley J. Ros¬ 
enbaum of Newton, received 
her Master of Arts in Teach¬ 
ing from Harvard University 
School of Education and 
taught English at Newton 
High School. 

An important aspect of Mrs. 
Morrison’s work is the con¬ 
tinuing assessment of how 
well a group of retarded chil¬ 
dren, unable to benefit from 
conventional procedures, are 
able to profit from the lab¬ 
oratory’s animation tech¬ 
niques. 

Recent staff additions 
elude Mrs. Kathleen Marko 
who received her M.A. degree 
in Special Education from 
Columbia University. Mrs. 
Marko, when she joins the 
laboratory in January, will 
coordinate its program. 

Other new associates of the 
laboratory are Miss Ann Sken- 
dall and Mr. Howard Mason. 
Miss Skendall received her 
M.A. degree in Psychology at 
Boston University and now 
divides her time between the 
laboratory and the Wrentham 
State School’s Psychology De¬ 
partment as does Mr. Mason 
who received his M.A. degree 
in Special Education from 
George Peabody College. 

It is the hope of those asso¬ 
ciated with the Language De 
velopment Laboratory, that 
the application of its new pro¬ 
cedures will, eventually allow 
many retarded chil-’ren to find 
sense in words which are now 
meaningless to them.

Christian Science Lecturer 
Speaks At Newtonville Church 


People should no longer be 
amazed at the achievements 
of spiritual healing, according 
to Francis William Cousins, 
on tour as a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of the 
First Church of Christ, Scien¬ 
tist, in Boston. 

He spoke last week in the 
First Church of Christ, Scien¬ 
tist, in Newtonville. 

Mr. Cousins, a Christian 
Science teacher and prac¬ 
titioner from Manchester, 
England, noted that the strong 
effect of "mental attitudes” 
on physical conditions is being 
increasingly recognized. 

"If we can see for a mo¬ 
ment that all disease is 
mental and subjective,” he 
said, “then we shall also see 
that such a condition can be 
reversed by replacing the 
wrong ungodlike thinking with 
the pure spiritual truth of 
man as the expression of God. 

"Our real challenge,” he 
added, “is how we can meet 
every experience of daily life 
with the spiritual healing 
power of the Christ. 

"Jesus’ teaching that ‘the 
kingdom of God is within 
you’ shows clearly that it can 
only be a mental and spiritual 
condition,” the lecturer de¬ 
clared. 

"In all his healing ministry, 
Jesus taught that the knowl¬ 
edge and understanding of 
God was the only way to 
health and happiness. 

“He taught emphatically 
that this healing work was 
not for him alone, but that his 
followers, too, could achieve 
these results.” 

Mr. Cousins quoted from 
the Christian Science text¬ 
book: “The central fact of the 
Bible is the superiority of 
spiritual over physical power” 
(Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures by Mary 
Baker Eddy). 

‘As thou hast believed, so 
be it done unto thee,’ were 
Jesus’ words to the centurion,

noted the lecturer. And ‘his 
servant was healed in the self-' 
same hour’ (Matt. 8:13). 

Jesus did not have to “de¬ 
bate within himself whether 
God would consider that the 
man was good enough to be 
healed and save . . . Jesus 
was ever conscious of man’s 
true nature. 

“No drugs nor material 
methods were used. But there 
was a keen perception of man 
as God’s spiritual image and 
likeness.” 

This same "spiritual sense” 
of man, said Mr. Cousins, 
gave the Apostle Paul an 
absolute conviction that noth¬ 
ing "shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus ourj 
Lord” (Romans 8:39). 

For all of us and for all] 
time, “this fact of the unity of 
God and man exists to be 
grasped by spiritual sense,” 
declared Mr. Cousins. 

"But too often human un¬ 
derstanding lies dormant. It 
needs to be awakened to 
spiritual sense. 

"The first step for each one 
of us is to foster spiritual 
sense in his own conscious¬ 
ness” — and this is done 
through prayer and learning 
to maintain constantly a clear 
concept of God. 

Without this, he said, "we 
remain in the realm of ma¬ 
terial illusion. 

“The five physical senses 
don’t give us correct informa¬ 
tion on the subject of God, or 
man, or the universe,” he de¬ 
clared. "One cannot taste, 
touch, smell, hear, or see God 
with these senses . . . Every¬ 
thing that the physical senses 
tell us, therefore, falls short 
of being truly good ... In¬ 
deed, in order to heal spiritu¬ 
ally we have to take specific 
steps to deny the evidence of 
these senses. 

i “They only give us a pic- 
; ture or mental impression 
i which includes much evil . . . 

] This picture is often one 
which has been given to us 
from birth through education 
and association with others,” 
but to the extent of its ma¬ 
terialism, "it knows nothing 
of God, of man as he really is, 
or of spiritual reality.” 

The development of spiritu¬ 
al sense, therefore, "demands 
sacrifice” — "the endeavor to 
give up belief in, or reliance 
upon, matter in any form.” 

This is why Jesus "con¬ 
demned materialism,” said 
the lecturer. 

He was helping men "to 
awaken from the dream of ex¬ 
istence in matter so that they 
could understand and experi¬ 
ence spiritual living.” 

And when an individual is 
roused “to the point of ap¬ 
prehending a spiritual fact, 
he is healed by it” — and soon 
finds himself helping to bring 
healing to others. 

"The recognition of every 
individual as being, in his true 
nature, the expression of God 
is the beginning of healing. 

"If the understanding of 
God comes to us and destroys 
the inner errors of thought 
that have appeared as out¬ 
ward subjective manifesta¬ 
tions, this is spiritual heal 
ing.”

“The House Ways and 
Means bill is faulty on four 
counts,” Druker declared. 

“First, it gives no tax re¬ 
lief to the municipalities or 

the property taxpayer. Sec¬ 
ond, it makes on real provi¬ 
sion to carry out the aids to 
education embodied in the 
Willis Report and accepted 
by the legislature earlier this 
year. 

"Third, while increasing 
‘sin’ taxes and taxing the 
utility consumer directly by 
picking up the former federal 
telephone excise, it relies 
principally on the fair weath¬ 
er income tax to get the state 
off its immediate financial 
hook. 

Most important, it runs 
out on the issue of provid¬ 
ing a sound, adequate and 
all weather financial base 
grams the legislature it- 
for the improved state pro¬ 
self has been v o t i n g,” 
Druker stated. 

“Newton has just had a S7 
tax rate increase and can ex¬ 
pect a $5 to $7 further in¬ 
crease in 1966 unless the leg¬ 
islators act responsibly,” 
Druker stated, 

“To vote acceptance of new 
advances in education, yet 
deny the money to carry them 
out is an obvious and gross 
avoidance of responsibility,” 
he continued. “And to indi¬ 
cate principal reliance on the 
income tax in order to duck 
coming to grips with the 
state’s true obligations re¬ 
sults only in hurting Massa¬ 
chusetts' image and competi¬ 
tive position to no construc¬ 
tive purpose,” he said. 

“Partisan politics are all 
right in their place, but, as 
many other responsible Dem¬ 
ocrats have shown by their 
votes, not when it comes to 
running out on the state's 
duty and selling out the home- 
owner and his children’s edu¬ 
cation,” Druker concluded.

$175,000 In 
School Fund 
Unlikely Now 

The possibility that $175,000 
wUI be appropriated this year 
by the Board of Aldermen for 
the purchase of 60,540 square 
feet of land for the site of 
the proposed new Bigelow 
Junior High School now ap¬ 
pears extremely remote. 

Alderman William E. Hop¬ 
kins filed an order last 
month for the appropriation 
of that sum of money after 
Mayor Donald L. Gibbs had 
faUed to respond to an Al- 
dermanlc resolution that he 
submit an order for the ap¬ 
propriation of funds to buy 
the land. 

At the request of Hopkins, 
himself, however, no action 
was taken on his order at 
Monday night’s session of the 
Board of Aldermen, and the 
measure was put over until 
the next meeting on Dec. 20. 

While Mayor Gibbs has 
made no explanation for not 
presenting the appropriation 
order requested by the Aider- 
men, it is known that the 
surplus fund contains only 
$500,000, and it is understood 
that the Mayor is reluctant to 
deplete it by taking $175,000 
from it at this time 

The city would be con¬ 
fronted with a serious emer¬ 
gency If $175,000 were ap¬ 
propriated from the surpus 
fund and Newton was swept 
by one or more major snow¬ 
storms before the end of the 
year. 

For this reason It Is con¬ 
sidered unlikely that the Al¬ 
dermen will provide any funds 
for the purchase of the new 
Bigelow Junior High site until 
after the first of the year. 

The decision as to w hen the 
land should be bought will 
then rest with Mayor-elect 
Monte G. Basbas who assumes 
office on New Year’s Day.

“Oh, what will I fix for sup¬ 
per tonight?’’ How many 

North American housewives 
ponder over that problem as 
they push their shopping carts 
through the aisles of canned 
goods, frozen foods, and 
meats, or as they stand in 
front of their own well- 
stocked refrigerators or 
freezersT 

Here In Pern in the met 
houses of the slum barri- 
adas, the women of these 
low income famlHes don’t 
ask themselves such ques¬ 
tions. The answer is ob¬ 
vious, for the me*I Is almost 
always basically the same. 
Often It’s whatever Is avail¬ 
able at the lowest prices in 
the market. 

Each morning the Peruvian 
housewife walks to the market 
to do the day’s shopping. Hav¬ 
ing no refrigeration prevents 
buying food for the whole 
week or even for the next day. 

Most of the vendors have 
small stands built ot mat and 
cane poles in which they sell 
their produce. Others, usual¬ 
ly the Indian women, spread 
their wares upon a blanket on 
die ground. One must be care¬ 
ful not to stumble over neat 
stacks of oranges, apples and 
tomatoes, or even occasional 
sleeping children and dogs. 
The trays in the stalls of this 
crowded open-air market dis¬ 
play what is on the ground 
plus eggs, onions, lettuce, 
squash, corn, rice, bananas, 
potatoes, carrots, peas, string 
beans, garlic, and many other 
common fruits and vegetables. 

And, of course, there is 
“aji” (pronounced “ah- 
he”), the innocent-looking 
spice that looks like a small 
red pepper, yet will ravage 
the throat and bring tears 
to the eyes of the unaccus¬ 
tomed foreigner. Passing 
through the less appetizing 
meat section, I choose what¬ 
ever looks safest each day 
among the fish, chicken, 
beef, goat or lamb hanging 
on display for all, Including 
the files, to examine. Often 
I prefer no meat at all. 

Many wives and mothers In 
these low income families 
vary their meals slightly day 
by day, but most provide 
little or no variation. I once 
ate with a family for six con¬ 
secutive days, and the only 
variation was fish ONE day. 
The other meals were identi¬ 
cal, and even the fish dinner 
included most of what the 
others had! 

The meal begins with soup, 
usually made from wheat or 
starchy noodles. This con¬ 
tains a touch of “aji,” which 
kills the blandness. On spe¬ 
cial occasions or families with 
more money, a salad is also 


served. This is basically un¬ 
cooked fish smothered with 
“aji.” The lining of the lips, 
mouth, and throat seem al¬ 
most to glow after eating this 
hot "cebiche" salad. 

Next comes the mala dish. 
This Is slmost always one- 
third boiled potatoes and 
one third cooked rice, 
both served with “aji” 
sauce. The meat Is usually 
rooked goat or cuy (guinea 
pig). After the meal tea or 
coffee is served, and follow¬ 
ing all that “aji” it Is most 
welcome! 

For special fiestas and 
birthday dinners, the family 
pig may be butchered, or 
more frequently, a chicken or 
a fey cuyes get the axe. These 
latter animals (as well as the 
chickens) run at will through 
the house and are eaten on 
special occasions. We gringos 
tend to react unfavorably the 
first time it is served to us, 
but after the initial shock 
wears off, we realize that it 
is delicious meat (what there 
is of it), although, again, 
the “aji” '’rowns out — or 
burns out - much of the 
flavor. 

You may wonder how the 
women do the cooking. In 
these poor houses kerosene 
stoves provide all that the 
Peruvian mother needs to 
turn out a complete meal. 
Each family normally owns 
one or two single-burner 
pressure stoves or a double- 
burner-unit. These are 
small and sit upon s table 
or stand. 

While I am on the subject 
of housework, do you wonder 
how she does the laun¬ 
dry? I wondered because a 
neighbor woman washes my 
clothes. She uses the stand- 
tub method and a box of sud¬ 
sy detergent. Peruvians look 
for lots of suds, too. Some of 
my other neighbors carry 
their laundry to a nearby 
stream and scrub and beat it 
on the rocks, leaving it to dry 
in the reeds or on the rocks. 
My clothes always come back 
clean, whether washed in the 
tub or the stream, but I am 
afraid that each washing 
shortens their life expectancy 
considerably. 

Where there Is no electric¬ 
ity, pressing is done by a 
large cast iron iron. The 
hinged top opens, and a 
charcoal fire is built inside. 
Not only does this contrap¬ 
tion weigh several pounds, 
but it is a real art to con¬ 
trol its varying temperature 
range. A Peace Corps Vol¬ 
unteer tried this method and 
lost a blouse. These women 
deserve much credit for 
their ability to use such a 
device. 

Such Is the basic “house¬ 
work” of the low income Per- 

ruvian wife and mother. There 
is no supermarket, automatic 
washer, or steam iron but 
she really doesn’t miss them.

Sen. Cohen Files 6 Bills 
One Raising Teachers Pay 


Among six bills filed with 
the Senate Clerk just ahead 
of the deadline by Sen. Ben'l 
W. Cohen, whose district in¬ 
cludes a part of Newton, was 
one requested by the Massa¬ 
chusetts Teachers Associa¬ 
tion to provide a higher mini¬ 
mum salary for the teachers 
in public schools. 

It would increase the mini¬ 
mum from the present $5000 
to $5500 per school year, and 
it would affect all teachers ex¬ 
cept those in training Or em¬ 
ployed as temporary substi¬ 
tutes. The increase would be 
effective Sept. 1 of next year. 
The measure further provides 
that all public school teachers 
with at least 10 years of ex¬ 
perience must receive not less 
than $8500 per school year. 

Senator Cohen also filed a 
resolve for a special commis¬ 
sion study of, and recommend 
legislation on, the administra¬ 
tion and extension of services 
of the public welfare system 
of the Commonwealth. 

Included in the study would 
be the proposals made in ’The 
Study of the Public Welfare 
System of the Common¬ 
wealth," conducted by the Na¬ 
tional Study Service under the 
joint auspices of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Committee on Chil¬ 
dren and Youth and the 
United Community Services of 
Metropolitan Boston. 

The special commission 
would comprise three Sena¬ 
tors, five Representatives and 
five gubernatorial appointees. 
It would report not later than 
the first Wednesday of April, 
1966. 

The names of President 
Henry M. Leen of United 
Community Services, and 


Sen. Leslie B. Cutler and 
Reps. Mary B. Newman, John 
W. Frenning, Katherine D. 
Kane and William M. Bulger 
are on another bill Sen. Coh¬ 
en filed. It would authorize 
the state department of pub¬ 
lic welfare to “provide serv¬ 
ices to mothers bearing chil¬ 
dren out of wedlock through 
its own resources or those of 
other appropriate agencies." 

A fourth Cohen bill would 
authorize the state public wel¬ 
fare department to partici¬ 
pate in toe federal food stamp 
program. 

A fifth measure would re¬ 
quire local acceptance of pe¬ 
destrian rules before they be¬ 
come effective. 

Senator Cohen also filed a 
proposed amendment to the 
state constitution relating to 
a possible disability of the 
Governor. The amendment 
provides that if the Governor 
notifies the Senate President 
and Speaker of the House, in 
writing, that he is unable to 
discharge his duties, or if the 
chief justice and a majority 
of the Supreme Court so in¬ 
form the legislative leaders 
in writing, the office shall be 
deemed vacant, and the Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor shall assume 
it. The Governor shall resume 
office when he informs the 
legislative presiding officers 
in writing that his disability 
has terminated. If, however, 
the chief justice and a ma¬ 
jority of the Supreme Court 
shall deem otherwise, the 
Legislature shall be called on 
to decide the issue, either in 
regular session or in a spe¬ 
cial session.

The two men then evidently 
drove to Newton, threw the 
revolver into the Charles 
Rive.' and claimed that they 
were shot by three men in an 
automobile in Newton Corner.

Ted - for - Governor Reports 
Have No Foundation of Fact 

Reports have been circulating for weeks on Beacon 
Hill and were published recently in one Boston news¬ 
paper that Senator Edward M. Kennedy may confound 
everybody by seeking election to the Governorsh'ip 
next year.

Bomb Hanoi And 
Wrc In World 
War—Kennedy 

Reporting on his trip to Viet 
Nam as chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate committee on refugees, 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, in 
an informal talk to 350 Ace of 
Clubs members and guests, at 
Chestnut Hill Country Club, 
Monday night, said he has no 
sympathy for draft card burn¬ 
ers and demonstrators who vi¬ 
olate the law and add little to 
the debate on national policy. 

He contrasted such demon¬ 
strations with those of the 
Civil Rights movement, saying 
the latter had awakened the 
conscience of the nation and 
helped speed legislation long 
overdue in the field of human 
rights. 

The Senator reminded his 
audience that the Vietnamese 
had been at war for 25 years, 
and declared that we have to 
help them build a nation, to 
develop free institutions, form 
civic and labor organizations. 

In response to questions fol¬ 
lowing his remarks, he ex¬ 
pressed belief that if we cross¬ 
ed the 17th parallel or bombed 
Hanoi, the Chinse army would 
come in and "though we could 
obliterate Hanoi tonight," we’d 
be involved in a world war.

Ruling Affects 
Over-70 Home 
Owners Here 

; Chairman Edward A. Fa¬ 
hey of Newton’s Board of 
Assessors reports that re¬ 
funds will be made to home 
owners over 70 years of age 
although they may occtjpy 
f only a part of the house they 
own. 

Fahey made the report fol- 
, lowing a ruling of the State 
Supreme Court on a suit in¬ 
volving an Everett home 
owner and the City of Ever¬ 
ett. The ruling nullified the 
interpretation by the Depart¬ 
ment of Taxation and Corp¬ 
oration of the over-70 abate¬ 
ment clause. 

It means that a home owner 
who fulfills all other require¬ 
ments under the 1965 legisla¬ 
tion could, for instance, live 
in a single apartment of his 
four-family home, rent the 
other three, and receive an 
abatement of $4000 on his as¬ 
sessed valuation. 

The Newton assessor esti¬ 
mated that the ruling would 
affect about 15 cases per year 
here.

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Be Jolly But Be Safe 

The cheerful Christmas season is upon us 
again. It is a frantic time of shopping, decorating, 
traveling, partying and remembering. It is also a 
time of high accident hazards. 

Reluctantly we must admit that more ac¬ 
cidental deaths occur in December than in any othei 
month of the year. Chief causes are fires and auto¬ 
mobile accidents. 

In many families, the gay holiday season is 
plunged into stark tragedy by fires. Homes are 
destroyed and lives lost through neglect of the 
most elementary rules of personal safety. 

A natural Christmas tree is beautiful and 
appealing, but it grows progressively more flam¬ 
mable every hour it is kept in a heated room. It 
can be a threat to your family’s safety if precau¬ 
tions are not taken. 

Christmas trees should be placed in a water- 
filled contained. They will keep green longer and be 
less flammable. Before setting it in water, cut the 
base off at an angle at least one inch above the 
original cut. 

Choose a cool location for setting up your 
tree, away from fireplaces, radiator or any other 
source of heat. Be sure it does not block stairs or 
doorway. 

Keep lighted cigarettes and open flames, such 
as decorative candles and chafing dishes, away 
from the tree or any other decorations. 

Examine your electric light sets before they 
are placed on the tree to be certain that the wiring 
and light sockets are in good condition. For outside 
decorations use only lights and wiring made 
especially for use out of doors. Where fixtures are 
exposed to outside elements, there is danger from 
electrical shock as well as from fires. 

Metal Christmas trees are becoming more 
popular each year. While they are non-combustible, 
there is the potential danger of electric shock if 
lighting strings are used on the tree itself. 

A metal tree, illuminated by remotely located 
spotlights or floodlights, produces effective results 
with no electric shock or fire hazards, if the lights 
are properly designed and arranged. 

Be cautious about using flammable materials 
for decorating anywhere in the house. The use of 
untreated cotton batting or crepe paper at the 
base of a tree is a dangerous practice. 

Don't use hanging ornaments or mobiles which 
are not flameproof. Celluloid and certain plastics 
burn with a quick flash. Terrible tragedies have 
resulted from fires flashing across on combustible 
hangings and ornaments. 

Many lives are lost by those wearing Santa 
Claus suits. Untreated cotton or paper costumes 
ignite easily and bum with great intensity. 

Your home, at Christmas time, is apt to con¬ 
tain an unusually large amount of wrapping paper, 
boxes, excelsior, etc. These materials will burn like 
tinder; they should be removed as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. 

The Christmas season is a happy and holy one. 

It can be enjoyed as such by families everywhere 
if simple precautions are taken to guard against 
tragedy in the home. 

However, if that stark alternative presents 
Itself, if, in spite of safety measures, a fire breaks 
out—remain cool. Get the family out of the house 
immediately. Then call the fire department, do not 
wait to see if you can handle it yourself. 

After calling for help, you can attempt to 
•mother the flame with an extinguisher or garden 
hose. Of course, it is always good common sense to 
know the location of the nearest fire alarm box and 
the fire department’s telephone number. 

So, let the warm humanity of Christmas fill 
our homes and our hearts. Deck the halls and dress 
the tree for it is the season to be jolly. Safety 
measures will help keep it that way.

Greater love hath no man than this.—John 15:13 

LJ E lived alone in a cheerless tenement in a dim alley in the heart of the 
I * squalid and congested East Side of London. Who he was, from 
whence he came, what he did, nobody seemed to know. To tell the truth, 
nobody appeared to care. A stooped, pinched and shabby little figure 
with an air of timorous shyness and haunting pathos about him, he looked 
for all the world as if he had just emerged from a drawing by Daumier. 
When he went out, he was swallowed up immediately in the immensity of 
the metropolis. When he came back, he retired at once unto himself. He 
seemingly lived in the desolation of utter loneliness and the hopelessness 
of abject poverty—a forgotten man submerged in the teeming popula¬ 
tion of the vast city. 

As the Winter set in, he was seen less and less. For several days be¬ 
fore Christmas, he was not seen at all. Then some incident with which I 
am not familiar led the authorities to visit his wretched habitation. They 
found him dead—dead on the greatest day in the Christian calendar, a 
victim of acute privation and long neglect. As he had lived by himself, 
apparently alienated from his fellowmen, so he had died, with no one to 
smooth his pillow for the last time, or to say a prayer or utter even so 
much as a friendly word to mitigate the pangs of departure into the 
great unknown. 

When they took out his pathetic remains, consigned no doubt to a 
potter's grave, the neighbors merely shrugged their shoulders. Another 
poor devil gone, who was doubtless a sore burden to himself and certainly 
of no possible good to anybody else. Then they dismissed him from mind. 
There was, however, one fact that the neighbors did not know. 

When the authorities examined his poor and meager effects, they 
found literally thousands of receipts for postal orders. They covered a 
period of many years. They were not large in individual amounts but they 
represented hundreds of English pounds in the aggregate. They all went 
to charities—charities of all kinds, without discrimination as to race, 
creed or color of the beneficiaries. Orphanages, hospitals, shelters, homes 
for the aged, all manner of institutions for the relief of human misery in all 
its pitiful forms were included in the benefactions. Yes, and among the 
list animal welfare societies had not been forgotten. The last receipt was 
for a contribution to the Salvation Army to buy Christmas dinners for 
the poor. 

This man had lived in extreme penury and died in utter destitution 
that the least of these, his brethren, might be administered unto in their 
helplessness, want and suffering—that those who were hungry might be 
given meat, that those who were thirsty might be given drink, that the 
stranger might be taken in, the naked clothed, and the sick visited. The 
brief item I read in a London paper some years ago, and upon which this 
story is based, gave no hint of the personal drama or inner crisis—if such 
there was—which led to this great renunciation. But surely in some way 
the transforming power and grace of that love and compassion which 
Jesus insistently preached and consistently lived and died to vindicate, 
had quickened the heart and possessed the soul of this man of the London 
slums, and had become the absorbing passion of his life.

School of Medicine as a sal¬ 
ient 1965 milestone. 

“So far as I know, we are 
one of the first community 
hospital renters to com¬ 
plete a formal affiliation 
with a medical school, cer¬ 
tainly in recent years. The 
move integrates this hos¬ 
pital and a university teach¬ 
ing center, interlacing med¬ 
ical services and education¬ 
al experiences that other¬ 
wise could not be. It per¬ 
mits us to structure our 
development with sound 
planning, 

“Our tommuni ties will 
share continuously from the 
progress enriching Medicine.” 

He called the opening of a 
medical building on hospital i 
grounds another milestone. 
Dedicated on Jan. 10 and 
verging on complete occu¬ 
pancy now, the building con- j 
serves physician time, gath-i 
ers medical specialties at one 
place for maximum patient 
service, and is a valuable 
community resource. 

Mr. Brines lauded physicians 
who served on a special med¬ 
ical staff committee, organ-! 
ized to review the functions 
of the staff and to plan for the I 
future.

Marriot Motor Hotel of New¬ 
ton, Building Commissioner 
Vincent D. Burns and the 
Board of Aldermen, seeking 
to set aside the change of 
zone to Business AA of some 
10 acres of the park and to 
enjoin the commissioner from 
issuing a permit for construc¬ 
tion. 

The judge’s ruling was as 

follows: 

A. That the joint hearing 
held by the Board of Aider- 
men and the Planning 
Board on Aug. 12, 1963, met 
the requirements of the 
statute. 

B. That rezoning of the lo¬ 
cus to Business “AA” and 
granting permission to con¬ 
struct a motel thereon will 
conserve the value of the land 
and buildings in the vicinity 
as intended by General Laws 
Chapter 40A Section 3. 

C. That the locus is sub¬ 
stantially different in 
character for zoning pur¬ 
poses from other land in the 
vicinity differently zoned 
and as such does not conflict 
with the restrictions in Gen¬ 
eral Laws Chapter 40, Sec¬ 
tion 2. 

D. That the rezoning as 
aforesaid will increase the 
amenities of the city of New¬ 
ton and will promote the con¬ 
venience and welfare of the 
city's inhabitants. 

E. That any extensions 
under the grant of the spe¬ 
cial permit by the Board 
of Aldermen for the con¬ 
struction of a motel upon 
the locus are deemed to be 
permitted within the intent 
of the ordinances of the city 
of Newton. 

F. The permission to ex¬ 
tend the height of the motel 
from 40 to 58 feet is not valid 
but must be made the subject 
of proceedings for a variance 
by the Zoning Board of Ap¬ 
peals. 

C. That the building com¬ 
missioner may grant a permit 
for the building not to exceed 
40 feet unless a variance is 
obtained or the zoning laws 
are amended.

He declared that he would 
vigorously resist any efforts 
to take these rights away 
from the city. 

An anticipated development 
over the toll road in Newton 
Corner would be affected if 
the Turnpike Authority bill 
were enacted into law. 

A development costing be¬ 
tween $12 and $15 million has 
been envisioned in that area 
and has been discussed by 
city officials and members of 
the Turnpike Authority for 
more than two years. 

Tentative plans call for It 
to include a complex of apart¬ 
ment houses and department 
stores, a motel and a group 
of small stores built over the 
toll road. 

The $400,000 Star Market 
already has been built over 
the toll road in Newton and 
yields about $28,770 a year 
In taxes for the city. 
Mayor-elect Basbas said he 
was partirularly disturbed be¬ 
cause he has been conferring 
with Turnpike Authority 
Chairman John T. Driscoll 
since November of last year 
and met with Driscoll as re¬ 
cently as two weeks ago. 

Basbas voiced the belief 
that Driscoll’s bill was not 
aimed at Newton but added 
that the measure neverthe¬ 
less, would affect Newton and 
the rights of the city govern¬ 
ment. 

Mayor Gibbs character¬ 
ized Driscoll s bill as “one 
of the worst violations of 
home rule I have ever seen.” 
Under the plan advanced by 
Driscoll, which both Gibbs 
and Basbas termed unaccept¬ 
able, the State would collect 
the taxes on buildings con¬ 
structed over the toll road, 
and would return the money 
to the local sommunities. 

The tax bill would either be 
20 per cent of the building’s 
revenue or would be based on 
the valuation placed on the 
building by the State, which¬ 
ever was the smaller amount, 
if Driscoll’s bill is approved 
which now is considered un¬ 
likely.

Alderman Carmen, who was 
a candidate for Mayor in last 
month’s municipal election, 
goes out of office on New 
Year's Day, as do several 
other Aldermen who did not 
seek reelection. 

One measure presented by 
Carmen last summer calls for 
a change in the city charter 
to provide for special elec¬ 
tions when vacancies occur on 
the Board of Aldermen. 

II Carmen’s proposals were 
approved, the Aldermen would 
petition the State Legislature 
for a change in the charter. 

Many groups, Including 
the League of Women 
Vote rs, have advocated 
such a change in the char¬ 
ter. They have sharply cri¬ 
ticized the present system 
under which the Aldermen 
themselves usually fill va¬ 
cancies which occur on their 
own hoard, carrying on 
what has b p e n termed a 
self-perpetuating process. 

Carmen also has asked that 
the power of the Newton 
Housing Authority be broad¬ 
ened and that the present re¬ 
striction which allows it to 
build developments only for 
the elderly be removed so 
that it would construct de¬ 
velopments for other persons 
in the low-income brackets. 

The Ward 7 Alderman 
has requested that a com¬ 
mittee be appointed to 
make a study as to the 
need for other public hous¬ 
ing and determine the merit 
of his proposal. 

Creation of a Conservation 
Commission also was sought 
by Carmen in another resolu¬ 
tion. The purpose of setting 
up such a commission would 
be to acquire land for parks 
and to preserve open space, 
which, he points out, is rapid¬ 
ly disappearing in the city. 

Under the 1965 Federal 
Housing Act, Carmen assert¬ 
ed, the national government 
would pay 50 per cent of the 
cost of acquiring such lands.

Active in the community 
for over 50 years, Reuben 
Gryzmish today is a widely 
known businessman and phil¬ 
anthropist. He is a founder 
and past president of the As¬ 
sociated Jewish Philanthro¬ 
pies of Greater Boston and 
was a founder and past cam¬ 
paign chairman of the Com¬ 
bined Jewish Appeal.

the plans have been re-drawn 
and objections hammered out 
in repeated discussions. The 
artist’s conception on the 
cover is a progress sketch 
indicating the character of 
the building. 

2. Neighbors had pointed 
out that complications might 
arise if Newton Aldermen 
adopted a new dormitory 
building code which was then 
(and still is) being considered. 
Solution: dormitory plans now 
conform to the proposed code; 
even if passed at some future 
date, it would pose no prob¬ 
lems. 

3. There was fear the new 
dormitories would aggravate 
traffic conditions along Wood¬ 
land Road—already a prob¬ 
lem thoroughfare. Traffic is, 
of course, the responsibility 
of the City of Newton; neither 
College nor residents alone 
can provide complete solu¬ 
tions. At the request of its 
neighbors, however, Lasell 
agreed to hire a Newton po¬ 
lice officer to regulate Wood¬ 
land Road traffic at various 
times during peak hours. This 
officer has been on duty from 
time to time since early Octo¬ 
ber. 

4. Another objection did not 
relate directly to the dormi- 
t o r i e s but contributed to 
neighborhood attitudes toward 
Lasell in general. This in¬ 
volved the Esker, a seven- 
acre tract being converted in¬ 
to playing fields. The conver¬ 
sion process has been long 
and slow, and the resulting 
dust, noise and inconvenience 
from heavy trucks and power 
shovels have been a consid¬ 
erable annoyance to residents 
of the area. 

This problem also seems 
headed for solution. The basic 
grading has been completed, 
and Lasell has pledged itself 
to complete the landscaping 
of the area as quickly as pos¬ 


sible. Estimated cost to com¬ 
plete the conversion and land¬ 
scaping is $50,000, and Lasell 
will conduct special fund cam¬ 
paigns among its alumnae, 
parents and friends to make 
this sum available this year. 

That is where the situation 
stands today. It would be too 
much to hope that every crit¬ 
icism has been met, or every 
future objection prevented. 
Meanwhile, Lasell is happy to 
echo the sentiment expressed 
in one letter from the Wood¬ 
land Neighborhood Associa¬ 
tion to the Board of Trustees. 

“We are all anxious to im¬ 
prove a sympathetic, con¬ 
structive relationship between 
the College and the residents. 
Such a relationship can be 
established and maintained 
compatible with short and 
long-term growth and will 
result in a College of which 
we as residents and you as 
Trustees can be proud.”

Creation of School At Brandes 
Announced On Birthday Of Donor 


The Philip W. Lown School 
of Near Eastern and Judaic 
and programs in Near East¬ 
ern and Judaic studies, whose 
creation at Brandeis Univer¬ 
sity was announced last Sun¬ 
day, was made possible by an 
undisclosed major gift from 
Philip W. Lown of West New¬ 
ton, nationally-known indus- 
tralist and philanthropist. 

It will enable Brandeis to in¬ 
corporate several separate ex¬ 
isting departments, institutes 
and programs in Near East¬ 
ern and Judaic studies and re¬ 
search programs in these 
areas. 

The creation of the school, 
coupled with the recent deci¬ 
sion of the autonomous Ameri¬ 
can Jewish Historical Society 
to relocate its headquarters on 
the Brandeis campus, will, ac¬ 
cording to Brandeis President 
Abram L. Sachar, “establish 
Brandeis as a leading center of 
Hebraic and Judaic learning in 
the United States.” 


Lown's gift was made public 
during a birthday party, at the 
Belmont Country Club,'where 
several hundred friends, rela¬ 
tives and representatives of 
leading Jewish organizations 
joined in honoring Mr. Lown 
on his 75th birthday. 

Dr. Sachar, who served as 
toastmaster at the birthday 
party, said that “the Board of 
Trustees of the University had 
gratefully accepted Mr. Lown’s 
generous action In creating the 
new school. 

“Mr. Lown’s munificence 
crowns several earlier major 
benefactions at Brandeis, in¬ 
cluding a professorial chair, re¬ 
search programs and a schol¬ 
arship fund,” Dr. Sachar said. 

“In gratitude for his fore¬ 
sight and dedication to educa¬ 
tion,” Dr. Sachar continued, 
“the new school will be named 
in perpetuity as the Philip W. 
Lown School of Near Eastern 
and Judaic Studies.” 

Commenting on the new 


school, Mr. Lown said that 
“for more than a quarter of a 
century, I have taken a keen 
Interest in and have worked 
for the advancement of Jewish 
education and eulture on all 
levels. 

“I am, therefore, most de¬ 
lighted and privileged to be 
able to contribute to the inten¬ 
sification and expansion of the 
Near Eastern and Judaic de¬ 
partments at Brandeis,” Mr. 
Lown said. 

The new school will embody 
the three major programs in 
Judaic Studies created through 
previous gifts from Mr. Lown 
as well as the broad curricula 
at the undergraduate and 
graduate levels in Near East¬ 
ern and Judaic study areas al¬ 
ready in effect at Brandeis.

Druker's intemperate remarks 
clearly indicate the fact that 
he is not familiar with our 
position on taxes. 

“We have both supported 
a program which would have 
raised in the vicinity of 
$200 million; this program 
would have drawn most of 
Its income from income 
taxes. We feel that this Is 
the most equitable approach 
to the problem of more in¬ 
come for the Common¬ 
wealth. 

“Mr. Druker seems to have 
fallen sway to the many- 
sided press releases cranked 
out by Governor Volpe's of¬ 
fice. His first consideration 
is the improving of education¬ 
al facilities and the need to 
implement the Willis Report. 
If Mr. Druker were familiar 
with educational costs, he 
would know that the first 
year cost for the Willis Report 
recommendations is $750,000. 
and not $100 million. 

True, in years ahead there 
will be additonal sums re¬ 
quired. and we feel quite con¬ 
fident that the Legislature will 
raise and distribute such 
funds as needed. 

“Our position has been 
consistent in that we have 
supported a tax program 
based on a person's ability 
to earn, rather tlian his 
ability to spend. Governor 
Volpe’s sales tax program 
has many weaknesses and 
Inequities, which are the 
basis for our opposition. 

“It would require at least 
200 new employees to collect 
it. There would be leakage of 
taxes paid by the people 
which would never reach the 
Treasury of the Common¬ 
wealth. 

“The growth factor of the 
sales tax is poor compared 
to the growth factor of the 
income tax. 

“The alleged real estate tax 
reduction of $4.40 in this City 
would be far offset by sub¬ 
stantial Increases in the taxes 
paid by individuals through 
I a sales tax.

Social Security 
Retirement News 

More and more persons in 
this area are applying for so¬ 
cial security retirement bene¬ 
fits as soon as they reach 65, 
even though they still work 
regularly, John G. Bynoe, 
social security district man¬ 
ager in Norwood, reported 
today. 

“We are pleased that so 
many are heeding our advice 
to apply at 65. Others who are 
eligible, but have not applied, 
should take a close look at the 
experiences of these recent 
applicants,” Mr. Bynoe con¬ 
tinued. 

Some were surprised to find 
that their earnings permitted 
them to receive some bene¬ 
fits this year. 

Others, as they expected, 
are earning too much to re¬ 
ceive any benefits this year. 
Even so, Mr. Bynoe added, 
they know how much their 
payments will be when they 
do retire. Now, all they need 
to do is notify the social se¬ 
curity district office when 
they stop working to get their 
benefits started. 

Several applicants thought 
they might lose credit for fu¬ 
ture earnings if they applied 
before they had quit work. 
They were assured there are 
no disadvantages in applying 
at 65. The benefit rate, es¬ 
tablished when the applica¬ 
tion is filed, will be refigured 
automatically after each year 
in which earnings are report¬ 
ed that would increase it. 

“Any insured worker now 
65 or over should apply with¬ 
out delay. Even if he gets no 
monthly payments at this 
time, he will insure he has 
the full protection available 
under the new Medicare, or 
health insurance program, 
which is effective next July.” 

An eligible worker who ap¬ 
plies will find that a single 
application will establish his 
eligibility for a monthly re¬ 
tirement benefit, hospital in¬ 
surance and voluntary medi¬ 
cal insurances if he so de¬ 
cides to sign up. 

The medical insurance en¬ 
rollment period for those 
reaching 65 before 1966, ends 
March 31, 1966. Only people 
who apply before April will be 
eligible for all Medicare 
benefits when the program 
first goes into effect next 
July, Mr. Bynoe concluded.

In the City of Boston, has a 
right to be interested In any 
program which would de¬ 
crease the Boston tax rate 
by a dollar or two, without 
changing the Income tax con¬ 
tribution which must be 
made. An officer corporation 
or trust which holds 3 or 4 
million dollars in valuation in 
Boston would be foolish not to 
beat the drums loudly for a 
sales tax, as opposed to an 
increase in the income tax. 

“If Newton were to receive 
a $4.10 return on Its taxes, 
as Governor Volpe’s pro¬ 
gram states, and a person 
had a home assessed at 
$10,000, he would receive 
a reduction of $11.40. At the 
same time, this average 
family of 4, based on the 
sales tax figures, would he 
paying $137 In sales taxes. 
We are not aware of the 
mathematical capabilities of 
the President of the Newton 
Taxpayers Association, but 
it is apparent to us that 
$137 minus $44.10 Is a net 
tax increase of $92.60. 

“We have no idea of the 
makeup of the membership 
of the Newton Taxpayers As¬ 
sociation, but we are quite 
sure that It does not include 
many of the 30 per cent of 
the City’s population who 
earn less than $10,000 yearly, 
and who under most circum¬ 
stances, find it difficult to get 
by on their limited earning 
capacities now. 

“The proper approach, we 
feel, is the income tax, and we 
are supported in this position 
by a group of economists 
from local colleges who re¬ 
cently issued a public state¬ 
ment on this question. In Jan¬ 
uary the original estimates 
for funds needed were in the 
area of $200 million. Since 
then, we have gained a $22 
million surplus, a projected 
$11 million surplus for 1966, 
a $12 million gain through the 
enactment of Medicare, and as 
yet to be determined com¬ 
pletely, millions of dollars 
under the new Federal Aid to 
Education Bill. 

“We feel we have acted In 
the best interest of the people 
of our district in supporting 
this approach to taxation. We 
do not know of Mr. Druker’s 
motivations, but we are sure 
that his approaching guber¬ 
natorial reappointment as a 
member of the Mt. Greylock 
Tramway Authority and his 
extensive interests in real es¬ 
tate in the city of Boston are 
at least two of the reasons 
why he is supporting Governor 
Volpe’s tax program.”

Information 
On Medicare 

Q. There have been recent 
news reports that some elder¬ 
ly people have been tricked, 
by individuals posing as so¬ 
cial security agents, into pay¬ 
ing in advance for medicare 
benefits. What can a person 
do to protect himself against 
such swindles? 

A. An elderly person —or 
anyone tor that matter — 
should beware of any individ¬ 
ual who claims to be a social 
security representative and 
then asks for money to per¬ 
form a service such as sign¬ 
ing you up for the medicare 
program. Such a person is 
acting illegally. 

If someone offers to sign 
you up in this manner, ask for 
his identification. If he is real¬ 
ly a social security represen¬ 
tative, he will be more than 
happy to present proof of his 
identity. If you still have 
doubts about him, call your 
social security office and ask 
if they sent the man to see 
you. 

Q. People 65 or over who 
are getting social security 
and railroad retirement ben¬ 
efits will qualify automatical¬ 
ly for the new medicare pro¬ 
gram of hospital insurance, 
but they will get the supple¬ 
mental medical insurance on¬ 
ly if they sign up for it. These 
beneficiaries will get a i lea¬ 
flet in the mail containing in¬ 
formation about the program 
and an enrollment card for 
the supplementary medical 
insurance plan to help pay 
doctors’ bills. When can they 
expect to get the application 
card and the leaflet? 

A. Over 15 million of these 
applications will be mailed to 
the people 65 or over who are 
receiving social security or 
railroad retirement benefits. 
The mailing began Sept. 1. 
Over a million leaflets and 
enrollment cards are sched¬ 
uled to be sent out each week, 
but it will take several weeks, 
perhaps through December, 
to finish the mailing. So if you 
or one of your friends or rel¬ 
atives have not yet received 
your enrollment application, 
don't worry. It should arrive 
within the next few weeks. ,. 
—o— 

Q. I understand that all so¬ 
cial security beneficiaries 65 
or older will get information 
in the mail about the new 
program of health insurance 
for the aged. What about 
those people over 65 who, for 
one reason or another, are not 
getting social security ben¬ 
efits? How do they register 
for hospital insurance and 
medical insurance? 

A. Anyone 65 or over who 
is not now getting monthly 
social security or railroad re¬ 
tirement benefits should visit 
a social security office to re¬ 
gister for the hospital insur¬ 
ance program. At the same 
time he can enroll in the vol¬ 
untary medical insurance 
plan if he wants this impor¬ 
tant extra protection. Those 
who enroll for the supple¬ 
mental medical plan will pay 
a S3 monthly premium and 
the Federal Government will 
pay an equal amount. 

A person who is 65 or over 
on January 1, 1966, has only 
until March 31 to enroll if he 
wants to be covered by the 
Medical insurance plan when 
it starts in July of 1966. 

Q. The Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration is now sending to 
more than 15 million social 
security beneficiaries, 65 or 
over, enrollment cards for the

Solons Praised 

Editor of The Graphic: 

It is topsy turvy that Reps. 
Joseph Bradley and Paul Mal¬ 
loy should be viciously attack¬ 
ed for opposing a Massachu¬ 
setts tax when they should, in¬ 
stead, be praised and thanked 
for having supported the 
more responsible and fair in¬ 
come tax bills. 

The sales tax, besides its 
other disadvantages of exorbi¬ 
tant costs and probaWe cor¬ 
ruption, is particularly unfair 
because it is related not to 
the taxpayer’s income or his 
burdens (such as number of 
dependents! but to his needs. 

For two families living on 
the same income, the family 
with more children already 
has a hairier time making 
ends meet and would pay 
more sales tax besides be¬ 
cause they have to make 
more purchases. 

For two families living on 
different incomes, the poorer 
family spends a larger propor¬ 
tion on items which would be 
taxed while the wealthier fam¬ 
ily puts more of its money 
into savings, travel, servants, 
and non-taxed services (beau¬ 
ty shop care rather than 
shampoo, laundry and dry 
cleaning rather than soap or 
detergents, etc.) 

The real estate interests and 
certain other large businesses 
have lavishly financed the 
sales tax campaign. Undoubt 
edly they would profit if even 
a small part of the property 
tax burden were shifted to 
the consumers, the general 
public. 

With properties worth 
hundreds of thousands or mil¬ 
lions of dollars, a few dollars 
a thousand off the tajj rate 
would mean a tidy saving. 

They are certainly entitled 
to fight for their own inter¬ 
ests, but they should not be 
claiming that the sales tax 
would help the homeowner 
or be a boon to education. 

Never has the Massachu¬ 
setts public been subjected to 
a greater brain wash. The av¬ 
erage home-owner would pay 
out much more in sales tax 
than he'd get off his projjerty 
tax. and any educator still 
supporting the sales tax is a 
champion optimist if he ex- 
ects for education the same 
money the real estate groups 
are fighting for. 

It can only be hoped that 
the public will appreciate 
those legislators who, like 
Reps. Bradley and Malloy, 
have stood firmly by their 
principles against the floods 
of misleading propaganda.

Both Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor Elliot L. Richardson and 
Congressman Bradford Morse 
made their starts in politics as 
administrative assistants to Sal¬ 
tonstall and are still devoted to 
him. 

As might be expected, poli¬ 
tical analysts differ in their 
opinions concerning the likely 
outcome of an election battle 
between Senator Saltonstall 
and Mayor Collins. 

Actually, it would be impos¬ 
sible to size up such a contest 
until it was well underway and 
there had been an opportunity 
to study its developments. 
Polls now on a Saltonstall-Col- 
lins race mean little or nothing. 

Collins, however, would 
probably be the most potent 
candidate Saltonstall ever has 
faced. He’s certainly stronger 
than Furcolo was in 1954 and 
probably stronger than Dever 
was in 1910. And Massachu¬ 
setts is much more heavily 
Democratic than it was in 1940 
or 1954. 

The Boston Mayor has a 
tremendous public image and 
projects better on television 
than any other political figure 
in the State.

Not the least of the wonders we commemorate this 
week was the simplicity surrounding the Birth itself.

They generally agreed 
that Partnership Teaching is 
significantly beneficial to the 
student and the school sys¬ 
tem. On the elementary level 
the Partnership Teachers 
work closely together in both 
curriculum planning and stu¬ 
dent evaluation. 

They thereby, offer the stu¬ 
dents and the school the com¬ 
bined talents of two highly 
qualified, experienced teach¬ 
ers. In addition, changing 
teachers at mid-day helps to 
alleviate the fatigue problem 
that is common to both teach¬ 
ers and students in the after¬ 
noon. Parnership Teachers 
are often able to substitute 
for each other. This provides 
a continuity that is never pos¬ 
sible in the common substi¬ 
tute situation. On the high 
school level the students and 
the school benefit from the 
skills and talents of two 
teachers that might otherwise 
be lost to the profession. 

To date all partnerships 
have been working very suc¬ 
cessfully and the principals 
involved are pleased with the 
high quality of instruction. 

The Women's Educational 
and Industrial Union is plan¬ 
ning to expand the Program 
for the 1966-67 school year.

committed or the number of 
house burglaries, in particu¬ 
lar, has been disproportion¬ 
ately high in Newton as com¬ 
pared with other similar 
suburban communities 
throughout the country, al¬ 
though the rate of increase of 
crime in Newton has been 
somewhat higher than the na¬ 
tion-wide rate of increase. 

*•4. The Newton Police 
Department has a good rec¬ 
ord of detection and arrest 
which has more than kept 
pace with the increasing 
crime rate. 

“5. The members of the 

Newton Police Department 
conduct themselves in a high¬ 
ly professional and efficient 
manner, respond promptly to 
calls, and generally are thor¬ 
ough and diligent. There are 
only limited exceptions to 
these observations. 

“6. The Newton Police De¬ 
partment, as practically every 
police department in the coun¬ 
try, is under-manned and 
should have more personnel 
and the corresponding equip¬ 
ment for additional person¬ 
nel.

police force of qualified per¬ 
sonnel. 

“7. Newton has been two 
men short of its authorized 
complement of police per¬ 
sonnel for some time. There 
are no available recruits re¬ 
maining on the City's civil 
service list, and it will be 
some time before a new list 
is avaliable. 

"8. The foremost problem in 

police departments through¬ 
out the country is recruit¬ 
ment. Cities throughout the 
country have hunlreds of va¬ 
cancies on their forces not¬ 
withstanding attempts at re¬ 
cruitment being vigorously 
conducted on a country-wide 
basis. 

“9. Cities and towns in 
Massachusetts are peculiarly 
at a disadvantage m adopting 
an effective recruitment pro¬ 
gram because of the civil 
service requirement that 
police officers be residents of 
both Massachusetts and the 
particular city or town which 
engages them. 

“10. Newton is also in a 
somewhat disadvantageous 
position from arecruitment 
point of view because the 
salary scale of the Newton 
Police Department is some¬ 
what lower than the salary 
scale of a number of sur¬ 
rounding communities, such 
as Boston. Cambridge and 
Brookline. 

“11. The Newton Police De¬ 
partment has attempted to 
meet the shortage of person¬ 
nel by substantially increas¬ 
ing its overtime budget. Dur-j 
ing the calendar year 1965 
approximately $87,000 has 
been appropriated for the 
over-time services of Police 
Department officers. This 
represents the equivalent of 
approximately 14 men. 

“12. The use of police 
women for school protection 
purposes has also operated 
to relieve male police offi¬ 
cers for other activities. 

“13. The current size of the 
Newton Police Department 
exceeds the regional and na¬ 
tional averages for cities be¬ 
tween 50,000 and 100,000 in 
population. Exclusive of ap- 
proximately 50 women school 
traffic supervisors, the au¬ 
thorized complement of the 
Newton Police Department 
is 171 (163 policemen and 8 
civilians). This compares with 
the New England average for 
cities in the same population 
bracket of 149 and the nation¬ 
al average of 167. 

“14. The Newton Police De¬ 
partment has 15 cars, exclu¬ 
sive of the Police Chief’s car. 
Some of these cars are mark¬ 
ed and some are unmarked. 
Additional equipment has 
been available from time to 
time by way of use of the per¬ 
sonal vehicles of some police 
officers. 

“Based upon its investiga¬ 
tion, the Committee has 
concluded that the principal 
problem of the Police De¬ 
partment is recruitment. 
Based upon its investiga¬ 
tion, the Committee makes 
the following recommenda¬ 
tions : 

“1. That the authorized 
complement of the Newton j 
Police Department be in- J 
creased by 10 patrolmen. ] 
“2. That the vehicular 
equipment of the Police De¬ 
partment be increased in a 
manner consistent in timing | 
with the increase in person¬ 
nel. 

“3. That the Police Depart¬ 
ment engage inan active re¬ 
cruitment program, some of 
the specifics of which are sug¬ 
gested below. 

“4. That the Police Depart¬ 
ment assign a ranking police 
officer who would have re¬ 
sponsibility for recruitment of 
additional officers. Greater 
use of newspapers and other 
media should be made for 
publicizing civil service ex¬ 
ams and other recruitment 
I purposes.

recognized as an expedient 
and should not be regarded as 
a substitute for increasing the 
size of the police force. 

“8. That the Police Depart¬ 
ment and other city officials 
attempt to find other means 
of providing incentive for 
police officers. Consideration 
should be given to evaluating 
the table of organization of 
the Police Department. In a 
number of functions there are 
not enough officers of the 
same rank on one shift, which 
is normally headed up by a 
lieutenant. A number of re¬ 
sponsible jobs are handled by 
officers of lower rank than 
one would expect to find. 
There are only 27 opportuni¬ 
ties for promotion in the 
Police Department, whereas 
in the slightly larger Fire De¬ 
partment, there are 58 such 
opportunities. The Commit¬ 
tee believes that greater op¬ 
portunity for promotion could 
and should be found. 

“We support Chief Pur¬ 
cell’s current recommenda¬ 
tion for one additional cap¬ 
tain which would cause the 
hiring of an additional pa¬ 
trolman and provide promo¬ 
tional opportunities up the 
line for the new captaincy. 

“9. Some method should be 
found to more appropriately 
recognize meritorious serv¬ 
ice. Morale and incentive 
might well be heightened by 
adopting a system of citations 
and awards for exploits of 
distinguished service so com¬ 
mon among Newton’s police 
force. Such a system might 
include awards of tangible 
value, such as additional time 
off. 

“10. The fullest possible 
use should be made of 
meter maids, the service of 
whom was authorized dur- 
of this past year by action 
of the Board of Aldermen. 
The use of meter maids 
would undoubtedly free time 
of male police officers for 
other activities, and this 
should be done as promptly 
as possible. 

“The Chief has recommend- 
that there be added to the De¬ 
partment’s automotive equip¬ 
ment one additional plain 
colored sedan for general 
patrol, an additional station 
wagon, a jeep for the use of 
the garage man and a small 
van for the use of the radio 
repairman. The Committee 
has not been able to assess 
these requests, nor the recom¬ 
mendation by the Chief for 
the replacement of the De¬ 
partment’s entire radio sys¬ 
tem. The Committee believes 
that these requests should be 
considered in connection with 
the 1966 budget and, to the ex¬ 
tent that the needs of public 
safety are dependent on the 
items requested, they should 
be provided for. 

“The Committee would also 
recommend that the Police 
Department prepare and dis¬ 
tribute to every household in 
the City a pamphlet of in¬ 
structions and suggestions 
with regard to the citizen’s 
duties, prerogatives and con¬ 
duct when he is a witness to 
or has knowledge of a crime. 
The proposed pamphlet would 
also contain suggestions as to 
how householders might bet¬ 
ter protect their property 
from burglary.”

Monday night’s Aldermanic 
meeting, understandably

The petitioner sought au¬ 
thority to store 250 gallons o( 
printing ink above ground, 
and below ground 10,120 gal¬ 
lons of fuel oil, 60,720 gallons 
of plasticizer, 600 gallons of 
Class A solvents and 300 gal¬ 
lons of Class B solvents. 

Various members of the 
board, concerned with the 
possible presence of the plast¬ 
icizer and solvents in New¬ 
ton’s “blue chip” industrial 
area that is sometimes refer¬ 
red to as the “miracle mile,” 
questioned representatives of 
the petitioner at considerable 
length. They were also con¬ 
cerned over the possibility of 
objectionable odors arising 
from the use of the plasticizer 
and solvents in the manufac¬ 
ture of materials that have 
vinyl as a base, such as plas¬ 
tic seat covers for automo¬ 
biles. 

Other matters of concern 
were a proposed withdrawal 
of water from the Charles

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What Is The John Birch Society? 

The Truth May Surprise YouI 


This week we are celebrating our seventh an¬ 
niversary. We are glad to take the occasion 
therefore, to give as much of an answer to the 
above question as space will permit, for those 
who really want to know. So— 

L Let's Start At The Beginning 

The John Birch Society was founded in 
Indianapolis, on December 9, 1958. It was char¬ 
tered under the General Laws of Massachusetts 
as a non-profit educational organization. We 
have lived up meticulously to those specifications 
(including not making any profit!) for seven 
years. , 

During these seven years we have sought to 
bring into The John Birch Society only men 
and women of good character, humane con¬ 
sciences, and religious ideals. For we arc striving 
to set an example, by dedication, integrity, and 
purpose — in word and deed — which our 
children’s children may follow without hesita¬ 
tion. 

Members of the Society are of all races, colors, 
and creeds. We are of all social, economic, and 
educational levels. We are individualists who 
disagree among ourselves about many things. 
But we are firmly united in devotion to those 
beliefs, principles, and purposes which we do 
hold in common. For we have voluntarily 
joined together: 

(1) To combat more effectively the evil 
forces which now threaten our freedom, our 
lives, our country, and our civilization; 

(2) To prevail upon our fellow citizens to 
start pulling out of the deepening morass of 
collectivism, and then climb up the mountain 
to higher levels of individual freedom and re¬ 
sponsibility than man has ever achieved before; 

(3) To restore, with brighter lustre and 
deeper conviction, the faith-inspired morality, 
the spiritual sense of values, and the ennobling 
aspirations, on which our western civilization 
has been built. The longrange objective of the 
Society has been summarized as less govern-, 
ment, more responsibility, and a better world. 

IL So We Collide With Communism 

These purposes bring us immediately into 
conflict with the Communists, on two levels. 
For on the ideological plane the Communists 
seek always and everywhere to bring about more 
government, less individual responsibility, and 
an amoral world. And on the plane of action, 
until the Communists can be stopped from 
completing their subjugation of the whole world, 
there will be no opportunity for us to move for¬ 
ward at all towards our permanent goals. 

We • have undertaken, therefore, to play a 
leading role in slowing down, stopping, and 
eventually routing the Communist conspiracy. 
We realize that the one thing no conspiracy can 
withstand is the light of day on its activities. The 
only danger to their gigantic conspiracy which- 
the Communists fear is exposure. For this rea¬ 
son, we do all that we can to bring to our fellow 
citizens more knowledge and a better under¬ 
standing of the methods, the progress, and the 
menace of the Communist machine. In this un¬ 
dertaking we have become a new form of op¬ 
position to the Communists which they have 
never faced before in any of the vast areas they 
have already taken over. 

So the Communists, grasping this fact very 
early, set out in 1961 to destroy us. The most 
official Communist publication in the United 
States is The Worker, in which the line is laid 
down for the faithful. During the last six months 
of 1961 there was, we believe, only one issue of 
this weekly paper which did not contain an 
attack somewhere in its pages on The John 
Birch Society; and a number of issues contained 
as many as six or seven separate attacks on us 
at that many different places. The Comsymps 
got the point, and have been carrying out the 
indicated program with increasing furor ever 
since. 

Of course the Communists follow Lenin’s 
basic strategy of advancing Communism by 
non-Communist hands. They could never im¬ 
pose the tyrannical rule of some three percent 
of a population over the whole population — 
which they repeatedly do in one country after 
another — unless they could inveigle enough 
non-Communists and even anti-Communists 
among that other ninety-seven percent into 
doing their dirty work for them. Deceptively ap- 
pealing, for instance, to every motivation in 
human character, from sordid selfishness to 
“practical politics” to misguided idealism, they 
have gradually beguiled a lot of very good 
Americans into joining the attack on us. Until 
the maligning of The John Birch Society has 


now probably exceeded, in intensiveness and 
extensiveness, that faced by any other organiza¬ 
tion in all American history. And in general our 
defamers do not even try to refute the facts on 
which we focus attention. They merely call us 
names for bringing these facts to light. 

III. And Stir Up The Politicians 

The John Birch Society is in no sense a poli¬ 
tical organization. We try to give our members 
information, understanding, and — we hope — 
even inspiration, which will make them better 
citizens. As good citizens they may take an 
active part in politics. But each member does so 
entirely on his own, working in the party of his 
choice, for the candidate of his choice, exactly 
as do members of the American Legion or of 
the Knights of Columbus or of the Rotary Club 
or a Baptist Church. 

For we regard education as the means, and 
political action as only the mechanics, for bring¬ 
ing about improvements in government. The 
mechanics will automatically be used when suf¬ 
ficient education has prepared the way. We 
mean it quite literally, therefore, when we say 
that education is our total strategy, and truth is 
our only weapon. Or, as made clear throughout 
the Blue Book and emphasized on its last page, 
our gigantic task is simply to create understand¬ 
ing. 

Members of The John Birch Society, however, 
are extremely hard working, highly respected 
in their local communities, and always earnestly 
determined on behalf of any cause or candidate 
that they support. When circumstances bring 
any appreciable number together behind any 
particular candidate, their weight is out of all 
proportion to their numbers. And that weight 
is usually felt, of course, on the side of the Con¬ 
servatives—of either party. So the Liberals of both 
parties naturally raise all the clamor they can 
against Birchers in politics. As the stranglehold 
of the Liberals on both parties now steadily in¬ 
creases, even Conservative politicians feel un¬ 
ceasing pressures to “improve their images” by 
joining the chorus of attack on The John Birch 
Society. Very few of them indeed have ever 
realized the extent to which they were running 
interference for the Communists. 

A related part of the mammoth and many- 
faceted campaign which the Communists have 
now generated against us is the deliberate and 
widespread attempt to associate The John Birch 
Society in the public mind with the Communist 
Party, the Ku Klux Klan, and other so-called 
“extremists of the left and of the right.” Our 
approach to the problems of today is so different 
from the viewpoint of the Klans that we have 
never knowingly admitted a member of any 
Klan into the Society. We estimate that about 
forty percent of our total membership is Cath¬ 
olic. Many of our finest Chapter Leaders are 
Jewish. And we are very proud of our small but 
growing number of Negro members, who are 
working so hard — and so courageously — with 
us to show our fellow citizens, both white and 
colored, how the Negroes are being used today 
by the Communists to serve Communist pur¬ 
poses. 

So we have no similarity or sympathy what¬ 
soever with the Klans. While the so-called Amer¬ 
ican Nazi Party, according to J. Edgar Hoover, 
has less than one hundred members. And it is 
visibly given immense publicity by some media 
for the very purpose of using it, by utterly false 
association, to discredit The John Birch Society. 

Nor is this campaign intended to serve simply 
the purpose of a vague and general discrediting 
of the Society; or of merely discouraging our 
members and prospective members. There are 
plotters behind it who are obviously working 
towards a more specific goal. They wish to estab¬ 
lish in the public mind, and then to formalize, 
the concept that since the Communists and Ku 
Kluxers and John Birchers are all “just alike,” 
and since the Communists and Ku Kluxers are 
visibly “subversive,” then The John Birch So¬ 
ciety is “subversive” too. We believe it is to this 
end, at least in part, that so many high ranking 
politicians have been seduced into speaking out 
against us. 

IV. What Have We Accomplished? 

We have established a nationwide educational 
army. It has a fully paid field staff. This army is 
fighting with facts as its only weapons. And the 
whole army knows that to be better informed 
is to be better armed. 

For help towards informing ourselves first, 
and then others, we established a publishing 
division. It is now turning out books and pam¬ 
phlets with a retail value of about four million 


dollars per year. We also serve as very sizable 
distributors of the Conservative books and re¬ 
prints of approximately one hundred other pub¬ 
lishers. And our members now operate some 
350 “reading rooms that sell books,” scattered 
throughout the country — most of them under 
the name of American Opinion Libraries. 

We have certainly helped to re-awaken, re¬ 
store, and strengthen, in tens of thousands of 
Americans, the three great basic human loyal¬ 
ties: Loyalty to God, loyalty to country, and 
loyalty to family. The Communists know that 
they simply must destroy all three of these 
foundations of our civilization. For they can 
never rule “peacefully”—that is, without con¬ 
stant resistance—in any place or at any time 
where there is loyalty to anything except to the 
Communist state. 

We were the first organization in the United 
States to start calling widespread attention to 
the world-wide Communist plot to discredit, 
demoralize, and destroy local police forces. Our 
members have distributed in leaflet form literal¬ 
ly millions of our messages explaining what the 
Communists were doing in this area, and why. 
As a result, our Support Your Local Police drive 
has now won tremendous backing from patriotic 
citizens everywhere. ■ 

We are engaged in an entirely proper and 
constitutional movement to bring about the im¬ 
peachment of the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court. As only one result of our educational 
efforts in support of that movement, we have 
awakened hundreds of thousands of our fellow 
citizens to the vital differences between a repub¬ 
lic and a democracy. Many of them have come 
to realize the lengths to which our Founding 
Fathers went in order to give us a republic (not 
a democracy) — if we could keep it! And a 
growing number now understand how im¬ 
portant it is to the Communists to convert this 
republic into a democracy as rapidly as they can. 

Through the distribution by our members of 
huge quantities of books and pamphlets, we 
have brought a sizable and increasing fraction 
of the American people to recognize the high 
degree of Communist planning, influence, con- 
.trol, and purposes involved in the “civil rights” 
movement. Our increasing ability to get able, 
informed, and patriotic Negroes to join us in 
this effort, especially through continuous and 
widespread speaking engagements, has been an 
important part of this service to our country. 

We have helped mightily to offset the emo- 
tional and extravagant tendencies of the preju¬ 
diced and the poorly informed to blame Com¬ 
munism on any one group or race or organiza¬ 
tion. The historical facts clearly reveal that the 
international Communist conspiracy reaches 
through every conceivable body it can utilize in 
any way to promote its ends. And we have in¬ 
sisted from the beginning that we are fighting 
the Communists — and nobody else. 

The Factfinding Subcommittee of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Senate ended the twaity-five thousand 
word report of its two-year investigation with 
these paragraphs: 

“We believe that the reason the John Birch 
Society has attracted so many members is that' 
it simply appeared to them to be the most ef¬ 
fective, indeed the only, organization through 
which they could join in a national movement 
to learn the truth about the Communist menace 
and then take some positive concerted action to 
prevent its spread. 

“Our investigation and study was requested 
by the society, which had been publicly charged 
with being a secret, fascist, subversive, un-Amer¬ 
ican, anti-Semitic organization. We have not 
found any of these accusations to be supported 
by the evidence.” 

What we have accomplished, above all else, 
is to keep The John Birch Society alive and 
growing, as a rallying point for the increasing 
number of informed and patriotic anti-Com¬ 
munists. Our members have achieved this result, 
through staggering labor and sacrifice, despite 
unceasing harassments, and distortions of their 
actions, and pressures amounting in many in¬ 
stances to serious persecution. And we intend to 
keep on growing. For we believe the incredibly 
vicious and massive attacks on the Society have 
been due, in any final analysis, not to our mis¬ 
takes and our failures, but to our successes and 
our progress. 

V. Which Do You Choose? 

We cannot give you here the full basis for that 
choice. But let’s put down a few point by point 
comparisons of the Society with its Communist 
enemies. 

(1) The Communists seek unlimited power 


for themselves, over the whole human race. The 
John Birch Society does not want any power at 
all over anybody, either now or in the future. 
Agreeing with Lord Acton that “power tends 
to corrupt; absolute power corrupts absolutely," 
the Society seeks to make progress towards its 
goals only by education and persuasion. 

(2) The Communists believe that any means 
may be used to attain their ends. The Society 
believes that improper means arc never justified 
by even the noblest of aims, and that means are 
as important as ends in any worthwhile civiliza¬ 
tion. 

(3) The Communists always accuse their 
enemies — such as The John Birch Society — of 
exactly those crimes which the Communists 
themselves arc committing. We do not bear false 
witness against anybody, about anything. 

(4) The Communists believe that words 
should be used to conceal thoughts, and that- 
promises arc made to be broken. The John Birch 
Society believes that simple truth is the very- 
core of morality; and that when we can persuade 
enough people to make truth the prerequisite to 
all statements and the accepted guide to all 
action, at least half of the world’s problems will 
rapidly disappear. 

(5) The Communists operate in secrecy and 
darkness. We follow the preponderant custom, 
among all American voluntary associations, of 
not publishing the list of our members. With 
that exception, The John Birch Society has ab¬ 
solutely no secrets of any kind. 

(6) The Communists seek to break down 
all morality, all tradition, and to destroy the 
whole spiritual and esthetic sense of values which 
we have inherited. The Society believes that a 
reyerent continuity in human affairs is of ex¬ 
treme importance; and that even the most de¬ 
sirable change should be made cautiously, in 
order to be sure that it constitutes improvement. 

(7) The Communists believe that man is 
just a material combination of atoms, with no 
other purpose than satisfaction of the desires of 
the physical entity thus assembled. The John 
Birch Society believes that a Divine Creator has 
endowed man with a purpose and an “upward 
reach” which arc far superior to, and frequently 
prompt a willing sacrifice of, the desires and 
needs of the individual himself. 

(8) The Communists — Lenin, Lunachar¬ 
sky, and many other leaders — openly preach 
that “men must learn to hate," and that only 
through spreading sufficient hatred can the 
Communists succeed in ruling the world. The 
John Birch Society hates nobody, not even the 
Communists, but only the evil which they do. 
The Society believes that love for one’s neighbor 
and good will towards all men should be a 
fundamental motivation in all human relation¬ 
ships. 

• • • 

The Communists also pretend to believe — 
and some of them undoubtedly do believe—that 
Communism is “the wave of the future.” We 
believe, instead, that the whole world is now 
tired of so much strife and bestiality, treason 
and immorality, cruelty and confusion, blasphe¬ 
my and destructiveness, bitterness and fear, 
doubt and despair that always go hand in hand 
with Communism. We believe that mankind 
may be about ready to arise, shake off this Com¬ 
munist tyranny and terror, and move forward 
again towards a more enlightened and humane 
existence. We are doing everything in our pow¬ 
er, by all honorable means, to create the under¬ 
standing that will produce this result. 

If you have what it takes, in character and 
courage, then by all means join us now in our 
epic undertaking. With the added effort of peo¬ 
ple like yourself, and with God’s help — when 
and because we have deserved it — we shall 
break up this immense criminal conspiracy, and 
return a world gone crazy to sanity once again.

four or five teachers a year); 
little or no communication be¬ 
tween the teacher and parent 
regarding the child's perform¬ 
ance; an inadequate number 
of textbooks for each child, 
etc.

tions and give injections. 
(Liz’s P.C. training included 
instructions in helping deliv¬ 
er babies; but to date that 
has not been necessary). 

Periodically Volun t e e r 
Liz and her Brazilian 
friend scour the neighbor¬ 
hood for children who are 
unprotected against d i s- 
eases and who will be in- 
noculated in their next im¬ 
munization campaign. 

The day is long and tiring; 
oftentimes the job requires 
evening chores, such as show¬ 
ing of movies on the virtues 
of elementary sanitation and 
other aspects of public health. 

The girls must live on about 
S60 a month. About half of 
this goes for rent, leaving 
only a dollar a day for food, 
transportation, amusements 
and other expenses. (By com¬ 
parison, the lowest ranking 
officials in the American Em¬ 
bassy in Rio get about $500 a 
month). 

The recent political up¬ 
heaval, in which right-wing 
elements of the Army 
forced the Brazilian presi¬ 
dent to dispsense with some 
of the usual ingredients of 
democratic govern m e n t, 
have apparently made little 
difference in the work of 
the P.C. personnel. 

The capital city of this big 
country (the largest in South 
America) is the brand-new 
and strikingly modern Bra- 
zilia, hundreds of miles in¬ 
land. But since Rio has for 
decades been THE cosmopoli¬ 
tan showplace, that’s where 
most V.I.P.s head for first in 
Brazil. 

Con sequently Elizabeth 
Plotkin and the other 
American P.C. volunteers 
get to rub elbows with a 
fair number of visitors. One 
of these recently was U.S. 
Senator Robert Kennedy 
and his party, who shared 
Thanksgiving dinner with 
the P.C. contingent from 
Rio and an adjoining area. 

A couple of other recent 
visitors from up North: Don¬ 
ald Gibbs and Wilfred Chag- 
non. The mayor of Newton

Dr. Ben B Kaplan, 21 Gam¬ 
mons Rd., Waban, president 
of the St. Botolph's Citizens 
Committee, has been present¬ 
ed the 1965 “Man of the 
Year” award by the commit¬ 
tee.

It means that there will be a free-for-all scramble 
for the Democratic nomination for Attorney General, 
with a number of Democratic politicos who had no in¬ 
terest in running against Brooke now setting their 
sights on the office Brooke is relinquishing. 

It means that Lieutenant Governor Elliot L. Rich¬ 
ardson may move over and run for Attorney General. 

Richardson is not as desirous of becoming Attorney 
General as he was when he sought the post in 1962 and 
lost the convention endorsement to Brooke by an eye¬ 
lash. 

However, there are a number of reasons why Rich¬ 
ardson is likely to agree to become a candidate for At¬ 
torney General. 

He probably would be a greater help to the Repub¬ 
lican State ticket as the nominee for Attorney General 
than as a candidate for reelection to the Lieutenant 
Governorship. 

His prospects of gaining advancement to higher 
office would be better as Attorney General than as 
Lieutenant Governor. 

Finally. Richardson is prob¬ 
ably the only Republican who 
would have a real chance of 
winning the Attorney General¬ 
ship. 

Until Saltonstall announced 
that be was retiring from pub¬ 
lic life at the close of his pres¬ 
ent term. Lester S. Hyman, one 
of the outstanding figures in 
the Peabody administration, 
was the only avowed candi¬ 
date for the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation for Attorney General. 

A rush already is starting 
to get into the field against 
Hyman. 

Former Lieutenant Governor 
Francis X. Bellotti. the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for Governor 
in 1964, is now a certain can¬ 
didate for Attorney General. 

Hyman has built up so much 
convention support that he will 
be hard to defeat at next 
June’s Democratic State Con¬ 
vention. 

But if Bellotti loses at the 
convention, lie'll go on into 
the primary, as he did in 1962. 

There is some possibility 
that former Governor Endicolt 
Peabody, who has been think¬ 
ing in terms of running for 
Governor or U. S. Senator, 
might shift his course and 
seek election as Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. 

A factor which might cause 
Peabodv to hesitate about do¬ 
ing so is that Hyman, who has 
stront convention backing, was 
one of his first lieutenants 
while he was Governor and also 
served under him as commerce 
commissioner. 

On the other hand, Peabody 
might welcome a primary 
fight with Bellotti who defeat¬ 
ed him in the 1964 Democrat¬ 
ic primary and ruined his 
chances of gaining reelection 
to a third term as Governor. 

Peabody presumably would 
run for Attorney General only 
if Hyman consented to with¬ 
draw from the contest. 

Bellotti would emerge as an 
easy winner from a three-way 
contest in which Peabody and 
Hyman were his opponents 
and split the Peabody organi¬ 
zation. 

An opening now exists for a 
young Republican to run for 
Lieuteant Governor if Richard¬ 
son becomes a candidate for 
Attorney General or for Attor¬ 
ney General if Richardson 
stands for reelection. 

Former State Senator John 
F. Parker of Taunton, who 
doubles as chairman of the Re¬ 
publican Slate Committee, and 
corruption - fighting ex-Repre- 
sentalive Francis If. Perry oi 
Duxbury both would add 
strength to the Republican 
State ticket as candidates for 
Lieutenant Governor. 

So would Governor’s Coun¬ 
cillor Margaret M. Heckler al¬ 
though she’s more likely to run 
for Congress. 

The year ahead will be a 
momentous one politically in 
Massachusetts. 

For the first time in the his¬ 
tory of the Commonwealth a 
Governor and other State 
Constitutional officers will be 
elected for four year terms. 

The fighting to get those 
four-year terms will he fierce 
and furious. 

The Democratic Slate ticket 
next November in all probabil¬ 
ity will be headed by Boston 
Mayor John F. Collins and 
either former Attorney General 
Edward J. McCormack or State 


Senate President Maurice A. 
Donahue. 

McCormack and Donahue are 
the front-runners in the race 
for the Democratic nomination 
jor Governor. 

If McCormack bests Dona¬ 
hue at the State Convention in 
June, he’s certain to gain the 
nomination and to go on to 
stand against Volpe. 

If Donahue defeats McCor¬ 
mack at the convention, the two 
will fight it out all over again 
in the September primary. 
Donahue, running with the con¬ 
vention endorsement, would be 
a very strong contender. 

Secretary of State Kevin H. 
White and former Presidential 
Aide Kenneth O’Donnell both 
hare gubernatorial ambitions, 
but they aren’t likely to be 
realized in 1966. 

A new name has been added 
to die long list of prominent 
Democrats expected to be can¬ 
didates for state-wide offices. 

Friends of Executive Council¬ 
lor Patrick J. McDonough de¬ 
clare that he is planning to rim 
jor Lieutenant Governor. 

One of the most colorful 
figures in public life, Mc¬ 
Donough would be virtually 
certain to get the nomination 
if he wants it. 

McDonough was just nosed 
out for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tions for Governor in both 
1954 and 1956. 

Foster Furcolo edged him 
out in 1956, and Robert F. 
Murphy defeated him in a 
squeaker in 1954. McDonough 
abided by the decision of the 
convention both times. 

Furcolo tried to persuade 
McDonough to accept the nom¬ 
ination for Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor in 1956, but McDonough 
declined, preferring to remain 
in the Executive Council. Since 
then, of course, the powers of 
the Council have been curbed. 

If McDonough does give up 
his seat in the Executive Coun¬ 
cil to gamble that he can win 
election as Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor. it probably would mean 
that he intends to try to use 
that post as a springboard to 
other office. 

McDonough is regarded as a 
potential candidate for Mayor 
of Boston if Mayor Collins 
gains election as U.S. Senator. 
He would have a better chance 
of winning a mayoralty race as 
a Lieutenant Governor than as 
an Executive Councillor. 

While there have been scan¬ 
dals involving former mem¬ 
bers of the Governor’s Council. 
McDonough, who is now start¬ 
ing his 20th year in the body, 
has been untouched by them. 

A factor which might mili¬ 
tate against McDonough is 
that he and former Attorney 
General McCormack, who i* 


making a strong bid for his 
party's nomination for Gover¬ 
nor, both come from Dor¬ 
chester. 

Some of the more supersti¬ 
tious members of Governor 
Volpe's kitchen cabinet would 
be relieved if Volpe would stop 
say ing that he would be happy 
if the Democratic party chose 
Senate President Maurice A. 
Donahue as its candidate for 
Governor so the voters could 
pick between them on the sales 
tax issue. 

The Volpe advisers are con¬ 
vinced that the sales tax issue 
will work in favor of the Gov¬ 
ernor in the 1966 campaign. 
Rut they also know that office¬ 
holders, who make off-hand 
remarks concerning the oppo¬ 
nent they’d like to run against, 
sometimes have cause to regret 
tlieir words. 

The last Governor who made 
suggestions to the opposing 
party about picking a candi¬ 
date was the late Paul A. 
Dever. 

During the early stages of 
1952 Dever said several times 
that he hoped the Republicans 
would nominate Christian A. 
hlerter as their candidate for 
Governor because he'd welcome 
a fight with Herter. 

The GOP did select Herter 
as its gubernatorial standard- 
bearer. But when the returns 
were tabulated on the early 
morning after election. Dever 
undoubtedly wished he had 
chosen someone else because 
Herter defeated him in a close 
contest. 

Things like that happen 
occasionally in politics. 

Joe Martin’s Plan 
Subject of Conjecture 

Conjecture is rife in political 
circles on whether veteran Con¬ 
gressman Joseph W. Martin, 
Jr., will stand for reclection 
next year. 

Both Governor’s Councillor 
Margaret M. Heckler and for¬ 
mer Congressman Laurence 
Curtis are ready to seek the 
congressional post if Martin 
steps out at tl* end of his pres¬ 
ent term. 

A strong Democrat undoubt¬ 
edly will challenge Martin and 
might defeat him if he runs 
again. 

Martin has had many honors 
during his long service in Con¬ 
gress. For years he was the 
Republican leader in the na¬ 
tional House, and for two 
years he served as speaker. 

Seven years ago, he was de¬ 
posed as GOP leader after a 
fight with Charles Halleck. 

He waited to get his revenge 
for that humiliation. He got it 
a year ago when Halleck was 
cut down to the status of ordi¬ 
nary member, just as Martin 
had been six years earlier. 

It would be a much greater 
humiliation and a sad ending 
to a long and distinguished 
public career if Joe Martin 
should be turned out of office 
next November by the people 
of his district. 


Lendell Lehman In

Lendell A. Lehman of 97

Dr. Macdonald 
Oregon Speaker 

Dr. Lawrence Macdonald, 
optometrist, of Newton, was 
the featured speaker at the 
Northwest Congress of Op¬ 
tometry, Portland, Oregon. 
Dr. Macdonald spoke of the 
part that visual training 
plays in enhancing the schol¬ 
astic achievement in school. 
He stated that there are many 
visual abilities necessary for 
adequate reading, and read¬ 
ing readiness should not stop 
at the first grade. He stressed 
the fact that the developing 
of visual abilities for reading 


readiness through optometrie 
visual training can, and must 
be done by more optometrists 
if they are to fulfill their ob¬ 
ligation to the public. 


Martin has not said whether 
he'll run again. He has declar¬ 
ed in the past that he would 
retire when he no longer felt 
he was up to the job physi¬ 
cally. 

With all due respect to this 
elder statesman, who knew his 
years of great glory and hon¬ 
ors in the Republican party, 
there are those who now feel 
he no longer is physically able 
to represent his district the way 
it should be represented. 

He is III years old. and lie'll 
be 82 next November. The 
years have taken their toll on 
him. He is rather feeble and 
moves about slowly, usually 
with a cane, often with an aide 
at his side. 

His attendance record at the 
1965 session of Congress was 
the second poorest of am Re¬ 
publican in the body. Martin 
answered slightly more than 
half the rollcalls, 53 per cent 
to be exact. 

The only Republican Con¬ 
gressman with a poorer attend¬ 
ance record than Martin was 
John Lindsay, who spent most 
of the year campaigning for 
election as Mayor of New 
York and was recorded on only 
3 per cent of the rollcalls. 

No one really wants to see 
Joe .Martin defeated for reelec¬ 
tion. He has known public 
honors which come to few men. 
He has sat in the highest coun¬ 
cils of Congress. Now he is no 
longer even consulted by the 
hierarchy of his own parly, 
and that is understandable. 

He is the ranking Republi¬ 
can member of the House space 
committee. Even that is an hon¬ 
or that comes only from sen¬ 
iority. 

When Joe Marlin leaves 
Congress, he should bow out 
voluntarily, with dignity and to 
the acclaim of those he served 
so well over a long period of 
years.

An outgrowth of that row 
was the so-called Toll Knad 

Agreement under which the 
Turnpike Authority made 19 
concessions to Newton which 
Gibbs had demanded. 

Mayor Gibbs granted pay 
raises to municipal employ¬ 
ees during each of his six 
years in office. Ho had a re¬ 
view of employee salaries 
by profession*' consultants 
in 1961 and again in 1963. 

Here are some of the other 
m a.) o r accomplishments by 
Mayor Gibbs while he headed 
Newton's municipal govern¬ 
ment. 

New fire stations were built 
in West Newton and Newton 
Corner at a cost, of $750,000. 
The West Newton station, 
which replaced old firehouses 
in West Newton, Auburndale 
and Newton Lower Falls, was 
paid for by the Turnpike Au¬ 
thority under the agreement 
between Callahan and Gibbs. 
The Newton Corner fire sta¬ 
tion was paid for from surplus 
funds. No bond issue was 
floated by the city, as is 
usually done when capital im¬ 
provements are undertaken. 
The consolidation of three fire¬ 
houses into one resulted in 
maintenance savings and 
made two sites available for 
sale.

established by Mayor Gibbs 
to assist in the relocation of 
530 families and business 
firms in the path of the to I 
road extension. 

Under a lease arrangement 
the city purchased the Pea¬ 
body Home where retarded 
children now attend special 
classes. Solution of zoning 
problems made possible a de¬ 
velopment which will show a 
profit for the city from the 
entire undertaking as a result 
of the creation of new taxable 
property. 

A library survey was con¬ 
ducted, with a complete re¬ 
view by professional consult¬ 
ants of salaries, plant facili¬ 
ties and services. 

Benefits for municipal em¬ 
ployees under Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield program, with the city 
paying half the expense. Me¬ 
chanical equipment in the 
street and recreation depart¬ 
ments was updated, accom¬ 
plishing more work with the 
same labor force. 

A data processing survey 
was made by an expert com¬ 
mittee, and a feasibility 
study showed many possible 
benefits. Electronic data pro¬ 
cessing of payrolls will start 
at the beginning of the New 
Year. 

A community renewal plan¬ 
ning study was completed, and 
a Newton Redevelopment Au¬ 
thority created. Establishment 
of a Code Enforcement. Divi¬ 
sion was recommended to the 
Board of Aldermen. Three 
housing projects for elderly 
persons were constructed. A 
fourth has been authorized 
and will be built within the 
next two ye?/s, 

An animal-control depart¬ 
ment was established and is 
now working well, espeeia ly 
in the control of dogs. A 
new Traffic Commission and 
an Election Commission 
were created under Gibbs. 

A swimming pool is being 
built at Albermarle Play¬ 
ground, and a second pool has 
been designed for construction 
at Newton South School. (The 
State will pay about 40 per 
cent of the cr.st of the pool at 
the high school.) 

Sewer and street construc¬ 
tion projects all were financed 
from current revenue in 1963 
and 1964. It was the first time 
this type of work had been 
done without a bond issue in 
many years. The improve¬ 
ments cost $500,000 each year. 
A saving of $150,000 in inter¬ 
est costs over a 10-ycar period 
was realized by providing the 
$1 million from current funds. 

In two of the six years he 
was in office Gibbs accom¬ 
plished reductions in the tax 
rate, once as a result of a 
reva nation of residential 
property, the other time 
lowering expenditures. 

Mayor Gibbs has placed the 
school building program on a 
time table.

compensation injuries and 
claims. 

-Mayor Gibbs established 
quantitative and quality 
analysis of purchase orders 
and contracts to ensure pro¬ 
per conipiance with specifi¬ 
cations. 

He modernized the municipal 
insurance program on public 
buildings, receiving twice the 
coverage at a small increase 
in premiums. 

During the Gibbs adminis¬ 
tration a favorable climate ex¬ 
isted for the construction of 
new taxable property in the 
city. 

Zoning was upgraded In 
large areas of Wards 3 and 4 
to “C” single residence zone, 
thus stabilizing values. Recre¬ 
ational facilities were expand¬ 
ed and new equipment pur¬ 
chased. The office of city solici¬ 
tor was placed on a full-time 
basis. The Newtonville park¬ 
ing lot was renovated and ex¬ 
panded. The electrical supply 
system at Newton High School 
was updated by use of pur¬ 
chased power. 

A $2 million munieipa' in¬ 
cinerator Is now under con¬ 
struction. Tile soil removal 
ordinance was revised, tight¬ 
ening loop holes whieli lmd 
existed for years. These 
were but some of the things 
done by the quiet-mannered.

Peace Corps To 
Give Placement 
Tests Jan. 8 

Newton area residents in¬ 
terested in putting their skills 
to use in developing nations 
around the world are invited 
to take the Peace Corps place¬ 
ment test Saturday morning, 
Jan. 8, at 9 o’clock, in Bright¬ 
on High School, 25 Warren 
St., Brighton. 

The Pc\ce Corps uses the 
placement test to determine 
how an applicant can best be 
utilized overseas. The test 
measures general aptitude 
and the ability to learn a 
language, not education or 
achievement. (If test scores 
indicated a limited language- 
learning ability, for example, 
the Peace Corps tries to place 
the applicant in an English- 
speaking country.) The place¬ 
ment test requires no prepara¬ 
tion and is non-competitive— 
an applicant can neither pass 
nor fail. 

The application form, not 
the placement test, is the most 
important factor in the se¬ 
lection of volunteers. Persons 
interested in serving in the 
Peace Corps must fill out an 
application, if they have not 
already done so, and present 
it to the tester before taking 
the test. Applications may be 
obtained from local post of¬ 
fices or from the Peace Corps, 
Washington, D.C. 20525. 

The placement test takes 
about an hour and a half. An 
optional achievement test for 
applicants who have studied 
French or Spanish requires 
another hour.

Donald W. Sutherland, New¬ 
ton South High School, for 
the school year 1966-67. 

That portion of the state 
law referred to above with 
which there seemed to be 
general agreement on the 
part of the commitee mem¬ 
bers is as follows: 

“Before heginning the sab¬ 
batical leave, the teacher, 
principal or supervisor shall 
enter into a written agree¬ 
ment with the School Commit¬ 
tee that upon termination of 
such leave he will return to 
service for a period equal to 
twice the length of such leave 
and that, in default of com¬ 
pleting such service, he will 
refund an amount equal to 
such proportion of salary re¬ 
ceived by him while on leave 
as the amount of service not 
actually rendered as agreed 
bears to the whole amount of 
service agreed to be render¬ 
ed. The teacher may be re¬ 
leased from such payment if 
his failure to serve the time 
as stipulated be due to his 
illness, disability, or death, 
or if he be discharged from 
his position by the Commit¬ 
tee.”

Dr. Wilder, 73. 
India Missioner, 
Dies In Newton 

A memorial service for Dr. 
Edward Wheeler Wilder, 73, 
of 144 Hancock St.. Auburn- 
dale, medical missionary 
who served 41 years in India, 
was conducted Wednesday, 
Dec. 29, by the Rev. Andrew 
Richards in the Second Con¬ 
gregational Church, Codman 
Square, Dorchester, where 
Dr. Wilder was commis¬ 
sioned a missionary 44 years 
ago. 

A physician and hospital 
administrator, who retired in 
1962 from foreign service, 
Dr. Wilder died Dec. 26 in 
the Walker Missionary Home 
in Auburndale. 

The government of India, 
in recognition of his medical 
service, in 1937 awarded Dr. 
Wilder the Kaisar-i-Hind sil¬ 
ver medal, the doctor having 
brought the Mission Hospital 
for Women from a small unit 
equipped only with kerosene 
lamps, up to modern stand¬ 
ards with operating rooms, 
electric lights, an elevator 
and latest surgical apparatus. 

In 1947 the doctor became 
secretary of the Christian 
Medical Association of India. 
In 1959, he was organizing 
secretary of the First East 
Asia Medical Conference 
which met in Hong Kong, 
bringing together 40 repre¬ 
sentatives from 15 Asian 
countries. 

Survivors are his wife, 
Mrs. Harriet Minerva (Wy¬ 
man) Wilder: four sons, Dr. 
Charles E. of Laconia, N.H, 
the Rev. John W., a mission- 
| ary in Lyallpue, West Pakis¬ 


tan: Dr, David H. at Buck- 
nell University, Lewisburg, 
Penn., and Donald R. Wild¬ 
er of Rochester, N.Y., and a 
brother, Howard B. Wilder 
of Melrose.

Mr. Perk wait bom In 1931 
In Ipswich, Queensland, 
Australia, a coal mining 
town, where he lived until he 
was 13 His father, Albert 
E. Peck, began as a coal 
miner, look night school 
classes and spent the last 
twenty years of his working 
life as a coal mine manager. 
As a lay preaelier for forty 
years, his father has preach¬ 
ed reguarly in nearby 
churches. Both of his moth¬ 
er’s grandfathers were Bap¬ 
tist preachers in Queens¬ 
land. 

In the five-year ordination 
course at Queensland Baptist 

College, Mr. Peck was the only 
student in the school’s history 
to earn first-class honors. In 
1956 when he received a B.A. 
in Philosophy at the Univer¬ 
sity of Queensland, also with 
first-class honors, he was one 
of seven students in the en 
tire university to be awarded 
the university's medal of mer¬ 
it. He received an M.A. at the 
1958; a B.D. in 1959 as an ex¬ 
ternal student of the Univer¬ 
sity of London; and an honors 
B.D. in theology in 1961 from 
the Melbourne College of Di¬ 
vinity. He enrolled in the 
Th.D program at Harvard 
University in September, 1963 
and completed his comprehen¬ 
sive examination early in 
1965. 

Ordained in 1954 by the 
Queensland Baptist Union, 
Mr. Peck served two Bap¬ 
tist churches in Brisbane 
from 1954-1958. He also lec¬ 
tured part-time in Greek 
and philosophy at Queens¬ 
land Baptist College and 
tutored in philosophy at the 


women's college of the Uni¬ 
versity of Queensland. 

Because of the difficulties tn 
securing visas for Americans 

to serve in Assam, Mr. Peck 
was loaned by the Australian 
Baptist Foreign Mission Soci¬ 
ety to the American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Societies. 
From 1958-63 he served three 
years as dean and two as prin¬ 
cipal of Eastern Theological 
College in Jorbat, Assam, In¬ 
dia, a school founded by 
American Baptists. Under his 
leadership the school became 
a stable, well-established the¬ 
ological institution. 

In India Mr. Peck served 
as president of the Council 
of Baptist Churches in 
Northeast India in 1961, the 
125th anniversary year of 
the founding of Baptist 
work there. He was also a 
member of the Board of 
Theological Education of fhe 
National Christian Council 
of India and helped organize 
a conference at Bangalore 
on tribal affairs, sponsored 
by the Christian Institute 
for Study of Religion and 
Society. 

In 1953 he married Miss 
Florence Mary Walton, a tal¬ 
ented church musician and 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Al¬ 
bert J. Walton of Beerwah, 
Queensland. Mr. and Mrs. 
Peck have four daughters, two 
horn in Australia and two in 
India. Susanne is 11, Kathryn 
is 9, Jennifer is 5 and Lynette 
is 3 They have been members 
of First Baptist Church, New¬ 
ton Centre, Mass., since 1963.

The Chamber’s letter was 
a renewal of the organization’s 
efforts to obtain additional 
parking in business areas.

This eventually results in a 
more marginal use of com¬ 
mercial properties, specifically 
in Newtonviile, West Newton, 
Newton Centre and Newton 
Corner.” 

The Chamber’s Board of Di¬ 
rectors offered to provide man- 
nower and facilities to study 
the problem.

Yule Party In 
Nonantum Was 
Biggest Of 66 

Nonantum’s 66th annual 
party for youngsters, held 
this year on the Sunday pre¬ 
ceding Christmas, was the 
biggest and most successful 
of ail of them, and already 
Chairman Anthony D. Pelle¬ 
grini of the Nonantum Chil¬ 
dren’s Christmas Party Asso¬ 
ciation, and all his many help¬ 
ers, are looking forward to 
next year with determination 
that the 1966 affair will be 
even bigger. 

The highlight this year was 
the distribution of more than 
1900 bags, each with a sub¬ 
stantial load of ail things 
that delight the young. The 
second most important part 
of the affair was distribution 
of some $500 worth of hams 
and turkeys to needy fami¬ 
lies. The toy-filled bags were 
delivered to the homes of 
those youngsters who were 
prevented by illness from at¬ 
tending the party in Our 
Lady's School Hall. 

The hall was made avail¬ 
able to the association 
through the generosity of the 
Rev. Francis X. Quinn, pastor 
of Our Lady’s. In former 
years the party was held in 
places like Legion posts or 
Knights of Columbus rooms, 
but this year no such location 
was large enough to accomo¬ 
date the crowd. 

The association is well 
sponsored by Post 50, Italian- 
American War Veterans, 
American Legion Post 440, 
French-American Legion Post 
24, Umberto Primo Lodge 
Sons of Italy, the Newton 
Boys Club and Nonantum 
businessmen. 

The Newton Boys Club is 
said to be an outgrowth of 
the first Nonantum party 
held in Mayor Childs’ time, 
66 years ago.

92 percent during the year, 
he reported. 

In November, occupancy of 
those beds rose to an astound- 
99.51 percent average, the 
Director revealed . 

General Chairman Gross- 
man indicated a heartening 
response to the hospital's 
traditional year-end mailing. 
In addition, he noted that sup¬ 
plies and records are being 
readied at the hospital for 
the limited solicitation. 

Planning meetings are 
being held that involve doc¬ 
tors, trustees, and cam¬ 
paign workers. 

We are working hard to at¬ 
tain the $3.5-million goal,” 
he said, “because the project 
is the most important in a 
generation.”
